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US sends message of regret to Tehran

.WASHINGTON, July. 5, 
(Agencies): Hie United States 
sent a message to Iran today 
expressing its “deep regret” 
over the downing or an fan, 
ian airliner while Tehran- 
called for an urgent meeting 
of the United Nations 
Security Council to discuss 
the incident. 

All 290 people on board the 
Iran Air Airbus were lolled when 
it was shot down in the Gulf on 
Sunday by a missile fired by the 
US cruiser Vincennes. 

Reagan's message said the 
United States did not 
deliberately target the aircraft 
and called the victims of the disa- 
ster “the latest innocent victims 
of a conflict that should have 
ended long ago, - ' spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater said. 

Regret 

Fitzwater said the message, 
which was delivered through the- 
Swiss embassy in Tehran, 
“indicated that first of aU, that 
the United States expresses its 
deep regret to the government of 
Iran overthe tragic loss of fife. 

“The statement noted the 
heightened state of tension winch 
prevailed in the area. Itnoted the 
fact that there was no intention 
to taraet a civilian aircraft/* he- 
added. 

“It indicated that the United .. 
States had maderepeated efforts 
to contactthe aircraft and fin- 
aily, it depressed our view {bat 
the victims of this acddent .were 
the latest innocent victims of a 
conflict that should have ended 
longago.” . 
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Fitzwater said there had been 
no response from Iran: 

" Asked if the message could be 
construed as an apology — a 
move that House of Represen- 
tatives Speaker Jim Wright sug- 
gested would be appropriate — 
Fitzwater said: “I won't charac- 
teriseiL” 

He said be had not previously 
announced the message because 
he was unaware of it until now. 

Fitzwater, who was peppe re d 
with questions at Ids first news 
briefing since the incident 
' occurred, repeatedly sidestepped 
the issue of possible US compen- 
sation for the victim's families. 

. Reparations 

He said themvestigation of the 
attack must be completed before 
die questions of compensation is 
addressed. . 

Wright predicted that Con- 
gress would authorise money for 
reparations. “If that would 
assuage the grief of the other 
aggrieved party, surely we could 
do that/’ he told the BBC in 
London. Congress would sup- 
port that if it were requested. 
Wright is visiting Britain at 
present. 

Reagan, reporting on the 
attack to Congress, described it 
as regrettable out said the Vin- 
cennes acted in self-defence

Iran lodged a formal protest to 
the UN accusing America of 
“massacring passengers in cold 
blood." 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali- 
Akbar Velayati said in a letter to 
the world body that Iran expects 
the United Nations, particularly 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar and the Security 
rvw nril^ ■‘to condemn this bar- 
baric massacre of innocent 
civilian passengers and take 
immediate measures to prevent 


further occurrence of such car- 
nage. 

Velayati 's letter distributed 
today, said: “This is only possi- 
ble through compelling the 
United States to remove its 
expansionist naval forces from 
the Gulf.” 

It said Perez de Cuellar 
immediately should mobilise 
relevant international bodies 
and conduct an on-site investiga- 
tion “on the extent of this latest 
American atrocity.” 

“This undoubtedly 

premeditated act of aggression 
by the United Slates against the 
civilian airliner is in dear viola- 
tion of all international rules and 
principles,” the letter said, “and 
seriously threatens civilian avia- 
tion in the region.”

Anti-US demonstrations held in different places 

Renewed calls for an end to Gulf war 


BAHRAIN, July 5, (Agencies): 
Gulf states expressed their con- 
dolences to Iran at the shooting 
down of an Iranian Airbus and 
renewed calls for an end to the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Saudi Arabia, Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates issued 
similarly-worded statements 
over their national news agencies 
today.. 

Kuwait and Bahrain issued 
similar statements yesterday. 

. . Oman said it had sent a cable 
of condolences to Iranian 
President Hojatoleslam Ali 
Khamenei. 

“The kingdom, as it expresses 
its consolation to the families of 
the victims of this accident, looks 
for a rapid end to this destructive 
war between two Muslim coun- 
tries, Iraq and Iran,” the Saudi 
Press Agency quoted an official 
source as saying. 

SPA earlier reported that King 
Fabd told a cabinet meeting last 
night tiie kingdom must be ready 
to deal with any sudden events. 

SPA quoted Information 
Minister Ali Hassan Shaer as 
saying the King spoke of “com- 
putations that might arise which 


would require more alertness 
and care and complete prepared- 
ness to confront any sudden 
event.” 

Pope John Paul II said in a 
message to Iran today he is 
“deeply saddened by the 
tragedy" and hopes that action is 
taken to prevent another such 
accident. 

The Arab League ambassador 
in Washington said US compen- 
sation to the victims of the 
incident would ease Iran’s 
outrage. 

Clovis Maksoud said the 
tragedy should be an incentive to 
redouble efforts to end the Gulf 
war in keeping with a UN 
Security Council resolution call- 
ing for a ceasefire , and with- 
drawal to pre-war positions. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher today told Parliament 
that US warships have a right to 
defend themselves in the Gulf. 

Thatcher said amid growing 
jeers from opposition benches: 

“You cannot pul navies into 
the Gulf to defend shipping from 
attack by either of the sides to the 
conflict without giving them the 
right to defend themselves. No 


one could do thaL“ 

South Korea expressed 
profound regret at the loss or the 
Iranian airliner but refrained 
from apportioning blame. 

In September 1 983, 269 people 
were killed when a Korean 
Airlines Boeing 747 was des- 
troyed by Soviet fighters after if 
strayed over sensitive Soviet Far 
East installations. 

President Kurt Waldheim of 
Austria said the incident was 
regrettable and described US 
policy in the area as dangerous 
because it can result in retribu- 
tion. 

In Dhaka, Bangladesh, Prime 
Minister Moudud Ahmed told 
parliament tonight: “We are all 
very shocked at this painful 
incident.” 

Earlier, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Bangladesh 
deplored with deep shock the 
downing of the plane. 

Demonstrations were held in 
different places in the world. 
About 2,000 pro-Iranian 
militants demanding revenge 
marched through Beirut today in 
the second demonstration in two 
days. 


“Tell America, from Lebanon 
to the Gulf, Hezbollah is coining 
to avenge,” chanted the demon- 
strators. members of the Shi'ite 
Muslim group believed to be hol- 
ding 18 Western hostages in 
Bei rut- 
in Los Angeles, about 200 peo- 
ple. most of them Iranians, 
demonstrated to express outrage 
over the incident. 

In Toronto, police clashed 
with demonstrators as up to 700 
people, many from an inter- 
national anarchists' convention, 
marched through the downtown 
to protest the US destruction of 
the airliner. 

A joint demonstration by 
various political parties was held 
in New Delhi to deplore the 
incident. 

Iranian diplomats in the 
Philippines, Oiina and France 
held press conferences warning 
that the US will pay for Sunday's 
incident, and Iranian President 
Hojatoleslam Ali Khamenei sent 
individual messages to world 
leaders claiming Iran's “unden- 
iable right” to avenge the blood 
of its people. 


DUBAI. July 5, (Reuter): Gulf 
aviation experts today challen- 
ged Washington statements that 
the Iran Air plane shot down by 
the US Navy was descending 
towards the cruiser Vincennes. 

They said the Iran Air Airbus 
A-300 hit by at least one 
American missile on Sunday was 
probably climbing when it was 
attacked. 

Washington said Iran Air 
Flight 655 was flying down 
towards the cruiser when the ves- 
sel fired two missiles at it on Sun- 
day, mistaking it foran attacking 
F-14 fighter. 

But the experts said the airlin- 
er's position over the Strait of 
Hormuz near Iran's Qeshm 
Island and the fact it was only 
eight minutes into its (light made 
it highly likely the Airbus was 
climbing. 

Logical 

“I think it was climbing into its 
flight path ... there is no logical 
reason for it to have been descen- 
ding." a Gulf-based airline 
official said. 

Iran said the airliner had rea- 
ched a height of 7.500 feet after 
taking off from Iran’s Bandar 
Abbas airport. It had told 
Tehran air traffic control it was 
climbing to 14.000 feet for the 
half-hour flight to Dubai when 
contact was lost. Iran added. 

“That would seem a reasona- 
ble height for an aircraft of this 
type to be at eight minutes after 
takeoff,” an air industry source 
familiar with the Airbus said. 

“A lot would depend on its 
weight and how much fuel it had 
on board. Although the flight 
-from Bandar Abbas to Dubai is 
short, the pilot would not have 
started his descent,” he added. 

“If it could be proved that the 
aircraft was still climbing it 
would be even more difficult for 
the Americans to explain why 
they shot it down.” said the 
source. 

Denied 

The Washington Post said the 
report from the Vincennes that 
the plane was heading down 
towards it was contradicted by 
an after-action report from 
another US ship which said the 
plane was climbing. 

A spokesman for Airbus 
Industrie, in Toulouse, France, 
where the Airbus is made said it 
would be abnormal for the plane 
to be descending so soon into its 
flight. 

In Rome, meanwhile, the 
Italian Navy today denied that 
an Italian frigate in the Gulfhad 
dearly identified the position of 
the Iranian plane before it was 


shot down. 

An official Navy statement 
said officers on board the frigate 
Espero, which was on escort 
duties in the Strait of Hormuz 
when the plane was brought 
down, “was 70 miles from the 
scene and never had reliable 
radar contact with the Iranian 
airliner.” 

It said the frigaLe's radar had 
not reliably identified the posi- 
tion or the course of the plane. 

A Naval Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday that officers mon- 
itoring radar screens on the 
Espero said the airliner 
“appeared to be slightly outside 
the space reserved for commer- 
cial traffic." 

Investigators 

US investigators, headed by 
Admiral William Fogarty. Hew 
to Bahrain to report on how the 
Vincennes, one of the world’s 
most sophisticated warships, 
mistook the Iran Air Airbus for 
an F-14 fighter. 

In Washington, defence 
analysts said that commanders 
of American warships in the Gulf 
are working in a crowded war 
zone with rules of engagement 
that put them under a severe 
strain in deciding when to open 
fire, defence analysts said today. 

These rules, revised after the 
May 1987 atLack on the US 
frigate Stark by an Iraqi jet. 
were in use on Sunday when the 
US cruiser Vincennes shot down 
an Iranian jetliner. 

Conditions 

Admiral William Crowe, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, likened the Gulf to a 
“lake” on Sunday in describing 
Lhe crowded conditions in the 
waterway, where dozens of ships 
are protecting international tan- 
kers and trying to prevent the 
Iranians from sowing mines. 

Crowe said the rules of 
engagement allow commanders 
“sufficient latitude to protect 
their people and equipment 
when hostile intent was manifes- 
ted. They do not have to be shot 
at before responding.” 

The commander of the Vincen- 
nes. Capt. Will C. Rogers UI, is 
convinced he followed the rules 
of engagement. Defence Depart- 
ment sources say. 

Rogers sent a four-page mes- 
sage up the chain of command to 
Crowe saying that, if anything, 
he wailed too long to fire at the 
airliner and would repeat his 
decision if faced again with the 
same situation. 

But he said the order to fire the 
missile was a burden which he 
will carry for the rest of his life. 


Mourners 
chant ‘Death 
to America’ 

DUBAI, July .5, (AP): Relatives, 
and friends of victims of the Iran: 
Air jetliner downed by US mis- 
siles mourned their loss with 
prayers and chants of “Death to 
Anraica” in this southern Gulf 
emirate yesterday. . 

Some family members were 
still huddled in grief at the Dubai 
international airport, waiting for 
final word on the loved ones who 
they had been expecting the 
previous day. 

Black bunting was spread all. 
over the Iraniairconsulatein this 
bustling port city as well as the 
Iranian hospitals, the mosques 
and some business establish- 
ments. 

Gathered 

At one of Dubai’s biggest 
Shiite mosques, a crowd of 400 
relatives of the dead and their 
supporters gathered for a 
memorial service and' listened to 
the speaker vowingthat America 
“will be punished” for the missile 
■attack. 

The crowd regularly burst into 
chants of “Maig bar Amrika” or 
“Death to America.” 

The mosque, frequented by 
the Muslims of the Shiite sect 
that is predominant in Iran, was 
decorated with huge platters of 
oranges and dates, the 
traditional food at wakes.

Ships stay 
away 
from Gulf 

DUBAI. July 5. (Agencies): 
Shipping stayed out of Gulf 
waters today rearing new clashes 
between the US Navy and Iran 
following the shooting down of 
an Iranian airliner by an 
American warship, shippers 
said. 

They said tension was very 
high in the waterway after the US 
gmded-missile cruiser Vincennes 
shot down the Iran Air Airbus in 
the Strait of Hormuz. 

“There are more warships sail- 
ing in the Gulf than there are 
. merchant vessels ... it's like a 
ghost-town out there,” said a 
Gulf-based shipping source. 

Quiet 

Normally 40 tankers a day 
epter the Gulf, through which 
one sixth of the Western world's 
oil passes. 

“1 have never known it so quiet 
... it is really quite eerie.” another 
shipping source said. “We are ail 
waiting for something to hap- 
pen.” • 

A news photographer spent 
seven hours in a chartered 
helicopter over the Gulf yester- 
day and said he saw more war- 
ships than merchant vessels. 

“We saw no merchant ships 
during the morning and only a 
handnil in the afternoon,” he 
said. 

A shipping source said many 
merchant vessels due to enter the 
Gulf were staying outside the 
strait.

TUNIS, July 5, (Reuter): PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat has called 
for indent Arab action to protect 
Muslim holy sites in Jerusalem 
after riots in the city over Israel’ s 
excavation of a 2, 000-ycar-oId 
waterway. 



Khomeini 

obsessively 

punctual 

NICOSIA. July 5. (AP): 

Ayatollah Khomeini reads the 
Holy Quran, seven times a day, 
takes the radio with him to the 
bathroom and is very punctual, 
his daughter Zahra says. 

“His self-discipline is 
unbelievable. You wouldn't 
believe it unless you saw it for 
yourself." 

Khomeini's daughter des- 
cribed the home life of Iran's 
revolutionai^ patriarch in a 
recent talk to pupils at Roshd 
High School in Tehran. Her 
comments appeared in the 
magazine of Iran’s Islamic 
Revolution Martyr Foundation, 
and were reprinted in an unof- 
ficial English-language newslet- 
ter received in Nicosia recently. 

The daughter, whose married 
name is Mostafavi, made no 
mention of Khomeini’s health, 
which has been reported to be 
deteriorating. Khomeini, 87, has 
been ailing since a heart attack 
two years ago, and appears frail 
when he is shown on Iran’s state- 
run television, monitored in 
Nicosia.

Strike paralyzes 
occupied areas 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
July 5. (Agencies): Palestinians in 
the occupied lands observed a 
PLO-ordcrcd general strike 
today while underground leaders 
of the uprising issued two new 
leaflets urging Arabs to widen 
acts of civil disobedience against 
Israeli rule. 

Israeli Lroops, meanwhile, 
shot and wounded a 1 7-year-old 
Arab in the chest during a clash 
with stone-throwing youths in 
the West Bank city of Nablus, 
said an official at the city's A1 
lltihad hospital. 

An Army spokesman said the 
soldiers opened fire after a group 
of youths hurled rocks at them 
from a rooftop in the city's Arab 
Bazaar early today. The hospital 
official identified the youth as 
Hatem Kilani, 

Also today, the Army demoli- 
shed two homes belonging to 
Arabs suspected of staging 
firebomb attacks in the West 


Bank city of Bethlehem, the 
military command said. 

Several PLO flags were hung 
on electricity poles in the Arab 
East Jerusalem, and police fired 
rubber bullets to disperse stone- 
throwing school students in the 
Jabel Mukaber neighbourhood. 

Police spokesman Alex 
Lapidot said two leenaged Pales- 
tinian girls were detained. There 
were no reports of injuries. 

Schools 

The protest occurred as major 
Arab a lies in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, including 
Nablus, Gaza city, Hebron. 
Jenin, Ramallah and Bethlehem, 
were turned into virtual ghost 
towns by a strike that shut down 
shopsand public transportation. 

About 300.000 students in 
West Bank schools went without 
classes for the first of three days. 
The Army had closed the 
schools, accusing students of 
rioting rather than studying. 


Iran must pay compensation 


KUWAIT will not send 
diplomats to Tehran before 
receiving compensation from 
Iran for damage to its embassy 
during protests last August. 
Kuwaiti officials said in remarks 
published yesterday. 

The embassy was stormed by 
Iranian militants in protest at the 
deaths in Makkah of more than 
400 Iranian pilgrims in dashes 
wilh Saudi security forces in July 
last year. Kuwait's two 
diplomats in Tehran were 
recalled. 

Iran’s Charge d'Affaires in 
Kuwait. Mohammed Hussein 
Foroughi, said on Monday the 
embassy was now open and staf- 


fed by a local employee. He said 
Iran had granted visas for two 
Kuwaiti diplomats to go to 
Tehran. 

But unnamed Foreign Minis- 
try officials quoted by some local 
newspapers denied that local 
employees were working and 
said the embassy still needed 
repairs. They said Iran had not 
yet responded to a request for 
compensation. 

Kuwaiti-Iranian lies have 
been sirainea by Kuwait's sup- 
port for Iraq in the Gulf war. 
Kuwait told five Iranian 
diplomats to leave last Septem- 
ber after accusing Iran of firing 
missiles at its shores. 


Gorbachev 
different 
from others: 
Reagan 

NEW YORK, July 5. (AP): 
President Reagan says Mikhail 
Gorbachev isn’t like any other 
Soviet leader he’s raeL 

“He is himself — no imitation 
of anyone that I’ve ever known," 
the President said in the August 
issue of Life magazine. “He 
really doesn’t hold back. You 
don’t get any feeling of cunning. 
He’s straightforward. 

"I found him quite different 
from other leaders of his country 
that I’ve spoken to,” Reagan 
said, adding that British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thalcherdes- 
cribed Gorbachev best when she 
said he’s someone you “can do 
business with.” 

Curiosity 

Reagan said the one question 
he did not get to ask during the 
Moscow summit was whether 
Gorbachev believes in God. 

“1 had that curiosity fora lime 
because I was so surprised at his 
use of the name God . And I coul- 
dn't figure how I could really get 
into a one-on-one conversation 
with him. knowing where ath- 
eism stands in their country.” 

The President said he never got 
the opportunity to ask. but a 
Soviet interpreter said that Gor- 
bachev's usage of God was 
“commonplace. It was just a 
form of expression: God with a 
small g.” 

Asked if one has to believe in 
God in order to be an ethical 
person, Reagan said, “I don't 
know how people who don't 
believe set their rules of conduct. 

“I’m sure there are people who 
are atheists who, at the same 
time, abide by the general rules of 
conduct that we all believe in.” 


PPP observes 
black day 

ISLAMABAD. July 5, ( Reuter): 
Pakistan opposition leader Ben- 
azir Bhutto today marked the 
1 1 th anniversary of President 
Zia-ul-Haq's seizure of power 
with a call for his government to 
be ousted in elections due by the 
end of August. 

Benazir, whose father Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto was overthrown by 
Zia in a coup on July 5, 1 977 and 
later executed on disputed mur- 
der charges, urged Pakistanis to 
set aside petty differences and 
forge a united front. 

Her Pakistan People’s Party 
observed “black day” with 
protest meetings and rallies 
throughout the country, but 
reports said these attracted mos- 
tly activists.

Aii Akbar Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani. named last month as acting 
commander of Iran’s Armed 
Forces, said Washington hoped 
for a clumsy move to di vert atten- 
tion from the downing of the 
airliner on Sunday with the loss 
of 290 lives. 

“We do not permit ourselves 
(o give up revenge. But the timing 
is up to us. not America," Tehran 
Radio quoted him as telling 
Parliament, where he is also 
Speaker. 

Tragedy 

Rafsanjani's statement in 
Tehran, meanwhile, indicated a 
split among Iran’s leaders over 
retaliation for the 'tragedy. 

Ayatollah Hossein Ali Mon- 
tazeri. the designated successor 
to spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini, said the lime was ripe 
for attacks against US interests 
around the world. 

But Montazeri appeared to 
have received a rebuff from 
Khomeini himself, who said he 
should support Rafsanjani — 
although Khomeini also called 
forall-oul waragainst the United 
Slates and its allies. 

Hostages 

Reagan said he took Iranian 
threats of retaliation seriously. 

In Beirut, a man purporting to 
speak for Islamic Jihad claimed 
today the pro- Iranian faction 
will kill one of two American 


hostages it is holding at 8 pm 
(1700 G MT) and dump the body 
in a Syrian-policed neighbour- 
hood of West Beirut. 

But thedeadlinepassed and no 
corpse was found in the seaside 
Ramlcl AI Baida neighbour- 
hood. where the anonymous 
caller said the body will be left. 

The caller told the Voice of the 
Nation Radio station one of the 
two Americans. Terry Ander- 
son. a journalist, and Thomas 
Sutherland, an educator, will be 
“executed” to avenge the down- 
ing of the Iran Air plane by the 
US Navy in the Gulf on Sunday. 

iran said it would hold 
memorial services in Tehran 
today and tomorrow for the Air- 
bus victims — including 66 chil- 
dren — as search teams pulled 
more naked, mutilated bodies 
from the Gulf waters. About 200 
have been found so far. 

The officer in charge of the 
search said the exploding missile 
from the Vincennes had scat- 
tered bodies and wreckage in a 
radius of up to eight km. 

He said divers were loo king for 
wreckage and the remains of the 
missile in water about 34 metres 
(1 10 feet) deep. 

Both the United Stales and 
Iran have put their embassies on 
alert. Iran's Ambassador in 
Bonn, Mehdi Ahary Mostafavi 
said Iranian diplomats in NATO 
states had been warned of possi- 
ble US attacks.

Italy under

ROME. July 5. (Reuter): Pres- 
sure grew on the Italian govern- 
ment today to reconsider the mis- 
sion of its six-strong naval force 
in the Gulf, following the down- 
ing of an Iranian Airbus by US 
forces yesterday. 

Prime Minister Ciriaco De 
Mita said Italy would be

tern nations with forces in the 
region. 

“Just as in the past we did not 
act alone, we will not act alone 
now," he told reporters. 


Soviet party silent on 
president’s power 



MOSCOW, July 5, ( AP;: The 
Communist Parly conference 
approved Mikhail Gorbachev's 
call for an overhaul of the leg- 
islative apparatus but was silent 
on his proposal Tor a strong 
presidency, according to texts of 
conference resolutions published 
today. 

In his speech last week opening 
the national conference. Gorba- 
chev said, "the president of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet should be 
granted sufficiently broad state 
authority powers.” 

Authority 

“Specifically, the President 
could exercise overall guidance 
in the drafting of legislation and 
of major socio-economic 
programmes, decide on the key- 
issues of foreign policy, defence 
and national security, chair the 
defence council" and name the 
prime minister of the Council of 
ministers. 

That would have made the 
presidency, now a largely 
ceremonial post, the focus of 
Soviet power. Most authority 
now rests with the party general 
secretary — a post now held b> 


Gorbachev — and the ruling 
Politburo, a small body of top 
Communist Party leaders. 

The resolutions adopted by 
the 5.000 delegates, as published 
today by Tass were silent on the 
question of presidential auth- 
ority. 

The resolution on political 
reform did endorse creation of a 
new elective body, to be known 
as the congress of people's 
deputies, which would meet 
arm ually to set general policy and 
elect members of a smaller, full- 
time legislative council, the 
Supreme Soviet. The Supreme 
Soviet now has 1,500 members 
who meet twice a year to give 
rubber-stamp approval to party 
policy . 

Duties 

It also would limit officials to 
two five-year terms in the same 
party or government office, 
eliminating the common practice 
of what amounts to lifetime ten- 
ure for many officials. 

But the resolution said noth- 
ing about the duties of the 
presidency, nodeg only that the 
congress would “elect by secret 


ballot the president of the 
Supreme Soviet. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the 13-member Polit- 
buro had moved to block Gorba- 
chev's plan. 

Andrei Gromyko, the long- 
time Soviet Foreign Minister and 
Politburo member, was elevated 
to the presidency of the Supreme 
Soviet by Gorbachev, but he per- 
forms the largely ceremonial fun- 
ctions of head of state, while 
Gorbachev wields power as head 
of the Politburo and the defence 
counciL 

A senior party spokesman told 
reporters Friday night, just after 
the conference ended, that 
delegates had approved the gen- 
eral secretary's proposal when 
they adopted seven resolutions in 
the final hours of the four-day 
session, which Gorbachev had 
called to review his national 
reform programme. 

The spokesman, central com- 
mittee secretary Alexander Luk- 
yanov. said the party meeting, 
the first in 47 years, had agreed to 
the proposal to give the powers 
Gorbachev requested to the 
President. 


Runcie opposes 
women priesthood 


LONDON, July 5. (AP): The 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Robert Runcie, today opposed 
draft legislation to admit women 
to the Church of England's pries- 
thood, saying the liming was 
wrong and would split the 
church. 

He said that although he 
favoured the principle of women 
priests, he believed the terms of 
the proposal would cause “a kind 
of legislative schism." 

He said he believed theological 
arguments "now tip the balance 
in favour" of women priests, but 
added that the way the draft leg- 
islation was worded, “it woufd 
not serve the cause of women's 
ordination or the spiritual health 
of the church." 

Dr Runcie’s speech to Lhe 
policy-making general synod or 
574 bishops, clergy and laity 
drew loud applause and was seen 
likely to bring about the rejection 


of the proposals. 

He said that having siudied the 
proposals, “1 must confess to 
feeling despondent on reading 
this judicial machinery for the 
separation of the proponents and 
antagonists." 

He was referring to proposed 
rules w hich would allow parishes 
and dioceses to refuse to be min- 
istered to by women priests. 

The Archbishop, spiritual 
head of the Anglican Church and 
leader of the world's 70 million 
Anglicans including 3 million US 
Episcopalians, warned: “Sch- 
isms once made are difficult to 
heal. 

Earlier, law lecturer David 
McClean. in moving the 
proposals, said: “The idea of 
women priests is not going to go 
away — there is nothing in the 
experience of the Anglican com- 
munion to support any such 
notion:"

Greece vows to push 
for Cyprus solution 


STRASBOURG, July 5, 
(Reuter): Greece pledged today 
to use its presidency of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity to push for the reunification 
of Cyprus, divided since Turkey 
invaded the northern part of the 
island 14 years ago.’ 

“Europe ... has repeatedly 
emphasised its interest in this 
question. Unfortunately, 
however, the situation in Cyprus 
has remained unchanged for the 
last 14 years," Greek Foreign 
Minister Carolos Papoulias told 
the European Parliament. 

Relations 

“The (Greek) presidency aims 
to seek untiringly a solution to 
the Cypriot problem which will 
be based on the unity, indepen- 
dence and territorial integrity of 
the island," he added. 

Greek took over the EECs 
rotating six-month presidency 
from West Germany Just week. 

In an apparent reference to 
Turkey’s application to join the 
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EEC, Papoulias ruled out any 
talk of adding new members to 
the 12-nation bloc. “In the 
imm ediate future there should be 
no discussion of. or action on, 
any further enlargnnent of the 
community,’’ he said. 

Analysts also predict a freeze 
on efforts to improve relations 
'between Turkey and the EEC 
during the six months of the 
Greek presidency. 

. Greece has been the strongest 
opponent to Turkey’s applica- 
tion, made last year, although 
other member states have also 
expressed strong reservations. 

In a speech outlining Greece's 
plans for the next six months. 
Papoulias repeated his country's 
pledge to push for a European 
“single social space." 

The term is becoming the new 
catchphrase behind attempts to 
ensure that ordinary people as 
wdFas-basrnesses can reap -the 
benefits of the “single market.” 
free of trade barriers ^phamed for

Popoulias also repeated 
Greece's intentions to develop an 
EEC foreign policy and to 
improve links between the EEC 
and the Soviet-led trade bloc 
Comecon, following the declara- 
tion of mutual recognition sig- 
ned last month. 

“The (joint declaration) ... 
marks the start of a new phase in 
the development of the commun- 
ity's external relations with that 
group of countries, which are 
geographically and culturally 
part of Europe," be said.

Roh’s man for 
chief justice 
approved 

SEOUL. July 5, (UPI): South 
Korea's opposition-dominated 
National Assembly approved 
nomination of a new Supreme 
Court chief justice today after 
handing President Roh Tae- 
Woo the first major embarrass- 
ment of his term by rejecting his 
initial candidate last week. 

Lee II-Kyu, 68. a Supreme 
Court judge under Presidents 
Park Cnung-Hee and Chun Doo 
Hwan. woo quick and resound- 
ing approval from the assembly 
in a 275-16 vote. The retired jus- 
tice was nominated by President 
Roh Tae- Woo on Sunday. 

Despite his long service under 
Park and Chun, when the 
judiciary was seen by political 
opponents as a rubber-stamp for 
■ the former generals, Lee is res- 
pected for resisting government 
pressure in politically sensitive 
cases, analysts said. 

Chung Ki-Seung. another 
Supreme Court justice under 
Chun, failed to win confirmation 
Saturday. It was the first time in 
the nation’s 40-year con- 
stitutional history that a 
presidential nominee was rejec- ; 
ted by the National Assembly. 


Moscow offers amnesty 
to Afghan war deserters 


MOSCOW, July 5, (UPI): The 
Soviet Union has declared an 
unconditional amnesty for sol- 
diers who deserted to the West 
during the Afghan war and 
promised not to prosecute any 
prisoners of war who may have 
committed crimes damaging to 
the state while in captivity. 

Procurator-general Alexander 
Sukharev told a news conference 
the state was concerned about 
the fate of 3 1 2 Soviet servicemen 
who are officially missing-in- 
action in Af ghani stan. 

Sukharev said one-third of 
those 312 are dead and the rest 
are in captivity, most of them in 
Pakistan. According to official 
figures announced earlier this 
year 311 servicemtm were miss- 
ing and it appears another has 
been captured since the announ- 
cement was made two months 
ago. 


Sukharev said “several 
dozens" of Soviet prisoners of 
war are in the United States and 
"little less than that” in Canada. 
He said several more have settled 
in European countries. 
Treatment 

Soviet officials have said many 
Soviet servicemen are being told 
by their captors that if they 
return home they will be 
prosecuted as traitors, similar to 
the treatment received by Soviet 
World War II PoWs under 
Stalin. Tens of thousands cap- 
tured by the Nazis were branded 
as traitors and were executed or 
sent to labour camps when they 
returned home. 

Sukharev said Lbe rumours 
that Soviet prisoners of war were 
being tried for treason on return- 
ing home stemmed from the case 
of private Nikolai Ryzhkov. 

He said Ryzhkov who received 


an unknown sentence in 1985 on 
his return from captivity “had 
been convicted not for being 
taken prisoner but for higfi 
treason” for giving Army secrets 
to his captors. 

He said Ryzhkov has been par- 
doned under the amnesty. 

Sukharev said now that the 
Soviet withdrawal from Afghan- 
istan has begun it was time to get 
all Soviet servicemen to return 
home. 

Attacks 

Meanwhile, Afghan guerrillas 
are massing west of Kabul and 
have warned the local popula- 
tion to leave because of impend- 
ing attacks on government 
military installations. 

Pakistan-based Western 
diplomats quoted reports of a 
large but unspecified number of 
mujahedeen having moved into . 
the Paghman area to attack the 


headquarters of the Afghan 8th 
Division close to Kabul. 

Guerrilla forces trying to top- 
ple the Soviet-backed govern- 
ment of President Najibullah are 
increasing pressure around the 
Afghan capital, they said, but the 
city itself was relatively quiet in 
the past week. 

Diploma is were unable to con- 
firm statements by guerrilla 
groups that they had captured 
M uham mad Agha, a town 35 km 
south of Kabul, and had cut an 
important road. 

Guerrilla groups based in the 
Pakistan city of Peshawar said 
the town fell on July 1 after fierce 
fighting. They said they had cap- 
tured large quantities of arms 
and ammunitions.

BANGKOK, July 5. (UPI): 
South-East Asian foreign mini- 
sfers ended their 2 1st annual 
meeting today with a strong 
endorsement of upcoming Kam~ 
puchea peace talks, but insisted 
an embargo on aid to Vietnam 
continue until a settlement is rea- 
ched in the nearly decade-old 
conflict. 

The ministers of Lhe six-nation

military bases in the Philippines, 
but supported a plan for inter- 


national economic aid to rebuild 
the Philippine economy. 

“The foreign ministers 
reiterated their resolve to hold 
the Jakarta informal meeting (on 
Kampuchea).” said a joint com- 
munique issued at the end of the 
two-day meeting. 

Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Ali Alalas told a news conference 
the informal peace meeting he is 
hosting is tentatively scheduled 
for July 25. Ii will be held in two 
stages in strict accordance with 
an agreement reached with Viet- 
nam on July 29, 1987. 


According to the agreement, 
the first stage of negotiations will 
include the four Kampuchean 
factions, and the second will 
bring in Vietnam, Laos and the 
ASEAN countries of Malaysia, 
Thailand, Indonesia, Singapore, 
Brunei and the Philippines. 

Thai Foreign Minister Siddhi 
Savetsila, however, said the level 
and extern of ASEAN participa- 
tion was still being worked out.

Water treatment results 
satisfactory, says Rqobah 


KUWAIT'S Minister of Elec- 
tricity and Water, Dr Homoud al 
Rqobah in an interview with a 
local daily expressed satisfaction 
on the results of the treatment of 
the discolouration of water in the 
areas situated between Kuwait 
City and the Third Ring road.

Dr Kamal A] Zinati said 
in a telephone call from Al 
Madina that the Arab Gulf states 
had organised the use of a health 
card for each pilgrim containing, 
the full name and address of the 
pilgrim in Al Madina and Mak- 
kah as well as a personal medical 
record. Dr Zanati called on pil- 
grims to get a health card ana to 
produce it when visiting the 
medical centre. He also reminded 
pilgrims to gel the necessary lab 
examinations done in health cen- 
tres in their areas. 

Dr Zanati pointed out that the 
Saudi authorities also answered 
the health and medical needs of 
pilgrims, but added that certain 
illnesses were to be expected, 
especially sunstroke and diges- 
tive and respiratory conditions.

pany last March, whereby, the 
company would study the first 
stage of the project. The study 
report is exposed to be ready by 
the end of this year he added. 

On administrative reforms, Al 
Rqobah said job descriptions 
were under preparation which 
would recommend putting the 
right man in the right place. 

On the housing and collective 
transport demands of the 
employees at Al Zoor power sta- 
tion the minister said that such 
demands were under study by the 
departments concerned and the 
trade union of the ministry's 
employees and added that the 
minister of slate for housing 
Affairs had agreed to allocate a 
number of houses for employees 
at Urn Al Haiman area. 

With respect to collective tran- 
sport, presently employees were 
transported by the ministry's 
cars. However, the ministry was 
in touch with Kuwait Public 
Transport Company to provide 
vehicles for collective transport 
for Al Zoor power station 
employees, he said and added 
that demands including an 
increase in allowances was still 
understudy. 


GCC may join 
world accord

RIYADH, July 5. (OPECNA): 
A working team set up by the 
Gulf Co-operation Council

Saudi Arabia today told 
Muslims planning to make Lhe 
annual pilgrimage to Makkah to 
get vaccinated against menin- 
gitis. 

The Health Ministry said vac- 
cination would guarantee 
immunity from infection for two 
years and urged pilgrims to 
increase Standards of hygiene to 
avoid infection. 

The annual pilgrimage brings 
Muslims from across the world 
to Islam’s holiest site near the 
Saudi Red Sea coast and Riyadh 
has given priority to improving 
medical fad lilies. 

Last year health officials in 
Gulf states launched a campaign ' 
to contain an outbreak of menin- 
gitis which spread in parts of the 
region after pilgrims returned 


from Makkah. 

The disease, caused by bac- 
teria or viruses, inflames the lin- 
ings of the brain. 

The Saudi Health Ministry, in 
a statement carried by the official 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA), also 
called on pilgrims to avoid the 
midday sun and carry white 
umbrellas. 

This year's haj will reach its 
highpomt in late July when 
desert temperatures can climb to 
45 degrees Centigrade (113 
Fahrenheit) and sunstroke is a 
major hazard. 

“Do not eat vegetables and 
fruits before washing them.” the 
mmistry said. “In addition, get 
nd of garbage in a proper man- 
ner .... Do not use the personal 
belongings of others because it 
could lead to infection.” 


Study on vandalism 


INCREASED vandalisation of 
public property in Kuwait has 
been the theme of a study recen- 
tly undertaken in Kuwait. 

The study, prepared by Dr 
Saeed Farhat, said the total 
amount of funds allocated for the 
construction of public properties 
and facilities for the fiscal year 
86/87 amounted to KD763 
million. 

Further, the findings of the 
study indicated that the cost of 
m ai n taining these facilities dur- 
ing the year 86/87 amounted to 
KDI40 million and the major 
portion of this maintenance cost 
was due to vandalism.

NICOSIA, (Reuter): Iran is re- 
organising its war machine in a 
bid to regain the initiative against 
Iraq after a series of defeats 
which military analysts say have 
roots in last year’s events. 

New armed forces commander 
Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani 
announced on Saturday that 
plans were drawn up to throw 
more resources into the war and 
revitalise the military, including 
preparations for the tricky task 
of merging the regular Army and 
Revolutionary Guards. 

He said a new general com- 
mand was set up to improve co- 
ordination among forces and 
called for more experienced 
volunteers to go to war. 

Baghdad, gaining the upper 
hand on the fronts for the first 
time since the early days of the 
war in 1980. drove Iranian 
troops out of all their footholds 
in southern in southern Iran in 
three successful attacks since 
mid-April. 

Tehran's first official 
statement after the defeats said a 
“triangle of the United States, 
the Soviet Union and Arabs 
“had helped Iraq with weapons 
and intelligence to launch the 
attacks. 


Bui President Ali Khamenei 
also blamed heightened political 
wrangling among Iran's ruling 
factions. 

Analysts says outside military 
assistance to Iraq, the interven- 
tion of US naval forces in the 
Gulf and Iran's loss of many 
experienced officers in last year's 
successful offensive against 
Basra are responsible for the set- 
backs. 

They also die Iraq's extensive 
use of chemical weapons and 
missile attacks on cities weaken- 
ing Iranian morale. 

“The Iranians are more tired. 
They have fought the war not 
only against Iraq, but in some 
ways against the whole Arab 
world,” said Shireen Hunter of 
the Centre for Strategic and 
International Studies in Washin- 
gton. 

Force 

“The Iraqis have used 
chemical weapons, massively, 
with impunity, and the US Navy 
has been holding the reins and 
giving the Iraqis a Free- fire zone. 
The war really turned when the 
US went into the Gulf,” she 
added. 

The US sent a large naval force 
to the Gulf last year to escort 
reflagged tankers, and US war-

ships shot down an Iranian 
airliner and sank three gunboats 
in the last of a series of clashes 
with the Iranian Navy on Sun- 
day. 

“I think the Iraqis have had a 
lot of advice from outsiders — 
the Soviets^ the French and even 
the US — in terms of reorganisa- 
tion of the Presidential Guard 
and Elite Iraqi Units,** said a 
Middle Eastern analyst who 
asked to r emain anonymous. 

“There is also the psy- 
chological effect of chemical 
warfare ... the war ofthedties has 
also helped change the mood on 
the war. 


THE WAR ON DRUGS 


The subsequent leadership 
debate and media attention has 
embarrassed Singh. On Friday, 
he was at pains to explain he was 
not interested in the job but only 
in uniting the opposition.

“He has now emerged, in spite 
of several faltering steps, as the 
natural leader of the forces 
opposing the Congress (I) 
against all doubts.” He added. 

India's previous attempt to 
merge disparate opposition 
groups collapsed in 1979 with the 
fall of the Janata Party govern- 
ment, the first non-Congress 
Party to rule in New Delhi. 

Devi Lai and N.T. Rama Rao, 
the leader of the Telugu Desam 
Regional Party and chief mini- 
ster of Andhra Pradesh state in 
the south, have called for a meet- 
ing of opposition leaders in New 
Delhi to give final shape to the 
federal party. 

On present reckoning only 
three parties — the Jan More ha 
(People's Front) ofSingh, Janata 
Party (People's Party) and Lok 
Dal (The Masses' party) — are 
expected to join. 

Rajiv took the Allahabad 
defeat seriously. He revamped 
and expanded his cabinet and 
sacked the chief minister ofUttar 
Pradesh, a state which has 85 of 
the country’s 544 members of 
parliament 

The state has also supplied all 
but one of India's six prime mini- 
sters since independence from 
Britain in 1947. 



Palestinians endure renewed 
camps war with defiance

BEIRUT. (Reuter): "They have 
taken my second son away from 
me, they shot him,” a 40-year-old 
woman wailed against the crack 
ofisniper fire at. the entrance of 
Beirut's battered Bouij Al Baraj- 
neh refugee camp. 

Mohammed, her 20-year-old 
sou, was the latest victim of inter- 
Palestinian fighting which has 
raged since May between sup- 

S jrters of Palestine Liberation 
rganisation (PLO) chairman 
Yasser Arafat and pro-Syrian 
dissidents. 

Annihilate 

Bouij Al Barajneh is the last 
remaining Arafat stronghold in 
Beirut. The neighbouring camp 
of Shatila fell to supporters of 
dissident Palestinian leader Abu 
Musa on June 27, in a round of 
fighting which forced thousands 
of refugees to flee their homes. 

Abu Musa aims to establish 
his hegemony over ail the Pales- 
tinian camps in Beirut, political 
analysts said. 


Despite sporadic shelling, 
scores of women streamed from 
the shantytown, their personal 
and household belongings 
balanced on their heads as they 
sought a safer refuge. 

Only 5,000 of the original 
15.000 inhabitants remain in the 
camp, controlled by Arafat 
loyalists and surrounded by Abu 
Musa commandos. 

Cramped in the maze or alleys 
strewn with garbage, broken 
sewers and debris, wary residents 
await a renewal of the camps war 
with a mixture of anxiety and 
defiance. 

“We would rather be buried 
here than leave our homes and 
our sons. We grew up here, where 
do you want us to go.” a group of 
women demanded angrily. 

Bouij Al Barajneh graphically 
shows the efTect of five years of 
gunfire, shelling and destruction. 

The walls display an array of 
shell holes, posters of “martyrs” 
and inflammatory inscriptions. 
The smell of sewage is all- 
pervasive. Children play with

water dripping from the bullet- 
pocked calrngs. 

“It was so much easier under 
Am al , ” cried Najat, referring to 
the six months siege by Amal 
militiamen in 1986 in which 
residents suffered acute starva- 
tion.

She returned to Bomj Al 
Barajneh last year with the Pales- 
tine Red Crescent society as a 
health co mmuni ty worker. “I 
don’t regard myself as a foreigner 
working here. I like the Palestin- 
ians, this is my second home after 
Scotland,” she said. 

Wighton is one of two foreig- 
ners who remain in Bouij Al 
Barajneh. Sleeping on a mattress 
on the floor of a bullet-ridden 
building, she said she would stay 
as long as the refugees needed 
her. 

Fear 

Young commandos roam the 
streets vowing not to abandon 
the canrp. “The cemetery' very 
dose. They will only carry me out 
of here dead,” said 20-year-old 
Ali, one of an estimated 1.200 
Arafat loyalists entrenched in the 
camp. 

The young commandos hare 
not left the camp for four years 
for fear. of being kidnapped, 
beaten and humiliated. In their 
free time, they play cards and 
backgammon and await news 
from the outride world, brought 
to them by the women. 

Despite its desolate 
appearance, the infrastructure of 
the camp is still detectable. Small 
grocery shops, a barber shop, a 
hospital on the brink of collapse 
render services to a community 
that refuses to surrender. 


“There has been a major dif- 
ference in the past year — there is 
a lot more feeling that it’s timeio 
end the war.

Zeev Schiff, a respected 
military analyst, said on Israel 
Radio the incident should “raise 
questions among the Americans 
about their criticism of others in 
similar circumstances.” 

Schiff recalled the Soviet dow- 
ning of a Korean Airlines planes 
near Sakhalin Island in which 


269 people were killed in Septem- 
ber 1983 and Israel’s February 
1973 attack on a Libyan Airlines 
jetliner over the Sinai peninsula 
in which 106 passengers died. 

“I think it can happen in every 
system because there is a man 
behind every piece of sophis- 
ticated equipment,” said Brig. 
Gen. (Res.) Oded Erez, former 
head of Israel's Air Force 
intelligence. 

Brig. Gen. (Res.) Aharon 
Levran of Tel Aviv University's 
Jaffee Centre for Strategic 
Studies said US protection of 
shipping in the Gulf put it on “a 
collision course (with Iran), quite 


clearly, and it’s only amazing it 
did not happen earlier.” 

The United States said its for- 
ces mistook the jetliner for an 
Iranian warplane. Iran vowed 
revenge. 

But Israel analysts expressed 
doubt as to whether Iran would 
stage attacks against the United 
States or its forces. 

Radical 

“The Iranians are radical but 
they are also reasonable.” said 
Levran. “They usually have 
shown ... a great respect towards 
the American forces. They are 
also not interested in clashing 
directly with the United States.” 


Taiwan’s nationalists mirror 
Beijing’s communists

TAIPEI, (Reuter): They live in 
different worlds, but Taiwan’s 
Nationalist Party is confronted 
by the same problems as its com- 
munist twin in China as it 
prepares for a crucial congress 
this week. 

■ Since 1949, when the Nation- 
alists fled to Taiwan from the 
Chinese mainland, they have 
ruled unchallenged over what 
they call “free China’. They see 
themselves as guardians of 
democracy against the socialist 
camp. 

Beneath the rhetoric lies the 
reality that the Nationalist Party 
was cast in the same mould as its 
communist rival, organised by 
Soviet advisers in the 1920’s to 
achieve revolution in China. 

A clique of revolutionary 
veterans holds an iron grip over a 
party that infiltrates eveiy corner 
of Taiwan life, stifling the island 
with bureaucracy. 

Reform 

Like their co mmunis t counter- 
parts, Nationalist officials cruise 
from meeting to meeting in large 
black limousines. They live in 
exclusive compounds, have 
never faced elections and rarely 
venture into the fields or fac- 
tories. 

“They stick together, eat 
together and talk together,” said 
Lin Yuan- Lang, a young 
Nationalist legislator who is at 
the forefront of a campaign for 
party reform. 


“We want democracy starting 
from the grass roots and'stretch- 
ing to the top,” he added. 

Lin would get a sympathetic 
hearing in China, where the old 
guard is also under attack from 
young reformers who want more 
say in the party heirachy. * 

Both parties are struggling to 
update a Soviet-style structure, 
which has kept them in power 
since 1949 but is now being 
challenged by the forces of 
democracy and economic 
growth. 

Former allies under Soviet 
patronage, the two parties 
became warring rivals in China. 
Now they are competing for a 
mandate to rule in their divided 
country. 

The agenda for the Nationalist 
Party s 13th congress, which 
opens today, could well have 
been written by the same hand 
that drew up the programme for 
the Communist Party’s 1 3th con- 
gress less than a year ago. 

In his keynote speech’ to the 
meeting m Beijing, 2ha 0 Ziyang, 
then the Communist Party’s act- 
ing secretary-general, frankly 
admitted: 

“There are major defects in 
our system of leadership, in the 
organisational structure and 
style of work, which mainly find 
expression in over-concentration 
of power, a serious degree of 
bureaucratism

The GCC states possess all fac- 
tors necessary for the succes of 
their policies and development 


plans as they jointly own the big- 
gest proven world oil reserves 
which reach 302 billion barrels or 
about 41.9 per cent of world 
reserves, it said. 

The report, pointed out that 
GCC oil revenues in 1987

Referring to tbe foreign trade- 
movement in tbe GCC states 
which witnessed a positive 
progress, the report said that the 
volume of trade exchange bet- 
ween the GCC and the European 
Economic Co mmuni ty totalled 


about $16.1 trillion, recording a 
surplus of $2.4 billion in favoui 
of the European group. 

The report noted that the 
volume of trade exchange bet- 
ween the GCC countries and the 
United States and Japan recor- 
ded a sharp drop in comparison 
with the early 80's. 

Exerted 

Uadded that the GCC balance 
of payments registered a growing 
surplus before 1984, but later, in 
1985 it declined in most of the 
GCC countries except the UAE, 
Kuwait and Oman. 

The 1986-1988 period witnes- 
sed a relative progress in the 
GCC payments due to the rise in 
oil revenues, the report said. 

The report referred to the 
GCC countries co-operation and 
their policy of economic integra- 
tion which entitled their citizens 
to practise their economic 
activities freely. 

The GCC has exerted great 
efforts to achieve the Gulf com- 
mon market and consolidate cus- 


toms duties as well as find a full 
integrated system to support and 
protect local products. 

The report also referred to the 
measures adopted by tbe GCC 
countries in the Geld of monetary 
coordination, especially the 1 987 
agreement to bring about 
relative stabitity in currency 
exchange. 

Meanwhile, GCC and Sweden 
will explore avenues of technical 
and industrial co-operation at a 
seminar in Stockholm from Sept 
12 to 14 according to OPECNA 
news agency. 

The three-day event will be 
attended by Gulf and Swedish 
businessmen and officials in 
charge of planning and industry. 

The meeting will consider 
papers on industrial investment 
opportunities in the Gulf region 
and co-operation between GCC 
and Sweden. 

Papers will also be presented 
on the role of the Gulf in vestment 
corporation in GCC states and 
existing co-operation between 
Gulf and Swedish companies. 


Expatriates formed 62pc of labour force in 1986 


GCC nationals predominate in traditional economic sectors 


THE total size of thelabour force 
in the six GCC states was 
estimated at around 5.S million 
in 1986, 62 per cent of which were 
believed to be expatriates.

Indonesia is to step up its yearly

The dominance of 
expatriates is apparent only in 
construction and to a lesser 
degree m manufacturing and 
trade. 

Nationals of the two countries 
. constitute a majority in the min- 


ing sector 77 per cent and 79 per 
cent respectively, in the utilities

French Airbus crash comes at crucial 
time for West Europe’s air industry 


PARIS, July 5, (Reuter): Tbe 
crash at a French air show of a 
new A320 airliner came at a 
crucial . time for Western 
Europe’s Airbus consortium 
challenge against the might of 
USplanemakers. 

But world airlines have so far 
reaffirmed confidence in the 
high-technology airliner, which 
entered service only last April. 
Only six have been delivered. 

The narrow-body A320 is the 
first civilian . aircraft to use 
advanced avionics once reserved 
for combat planes. Tbe 150-seat 
plane carries Europe’s ambitions 
for a significant stake in a boom- 
ing market for new short-haul 
airliners. - ■ 

The French Transport Minis- 
try has said initial investigations 
of the crash of an Air France 
A320, in which three people died 
on June26, cleared the aircraft of 
blame. 

Airlines such as Pan Am, 
which will take delivery of tbe 
first A320s in the United States 
next year, have confirmed orders 
since the accident. 

“The airlines were quite righ- 
tly concerned after the crash but 
the investigators' initial findings 


have shown the plane was not to 
blame and that has allayed then- 
fears,” an Airbus spokesman 
said. 

Aviation analysts consider the 
Airbus Industrie goal of taking 
one third of the world airline 
market by 1991, with its varied 
range of models, to be feasible. 

It now accounts for more than 
20 per cent of the market. 

“Once the entire Airbus family 
is in the air they may achieve their 
target The planes are certainly 
good enough,” said Ian Wiki, 
aviation analyst with London 
securities house Barclays de 
ZoeteWedde. 

Estimated 

At stake is not only a major 
European export industry, but 
also an estimated 35,000 jobs 
across the continent and around 
$6 billion in development costs 
alone. 

The Airbus consortium was 
formed in 1970 by Britain, 
France, West Germany and 
Spain to build a family of 
European jetliners to rival US 
giants Boeing and McDonnell 
Douglas. 

The US market in particular is 
cxudal to Airbus' growth but the 


European group has had a 
stormy relationship with the 
United States. 

Boeing and the US govern- 
ment have accused Airbus of 
receiving an unfair advantage 
from hefty government subsidies 
totalling some $10 billion since it 
was established. 

The Europeans have coun- 
tered that US manufacturers also 
receive large amounts of govern- 
ment money through military 
contracts and tax advantages, 
estimated to be worth about $23 
billion over the same period. 

“Airbus brought a third force 
to the aircraft market, especially 
among airlines which didn't 
necessarily want to put all their 
eggs in an American basket,” 
said James Halstead, inter- 
national airlines analyst with 
Salomon Brothers in London. 

Although most Airbuses are in 
service with European carriers, 
Asian lines induding Korean 
Air, Indian Airlines and Sin- 
gapore Airlines have placed 
mrnor orders. 

- And in the United States, Air- 
bus counts Northwest, Eastern, 
Continental and American 
Airlines among its major clients. 


Battle to save marine industry 


British shipbuilders facing a bad time 


SUNDERLAND, England, 
July 5, (Reuter): British shipbuil- 
.ders face stormy seas this sum- 
mer as they battle to save the 
remnants of a merchant marine 
industry that once dominated 
world tirade. * ■ 

The northern dty of Sun- 
derland is the latest port to feel 
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building industry. Empty order 
books may force a closedown 
this summer ending a 500-year 
history of shipbuflefing. 

The Royal Devonport naval 
dockyard faces a strike over 
planned layoffs, while the 
Barrow yard building Britain s 
new Trident nuclear-armed sub- 
marines is already at a standstill 
because ofa strike over holidays. 

Resurgence 

The storm comes as maritime 
experts predict a resurgence in 
business dogged for 15 years by 
falling workftrade and cut-price 
competition from Japan and 
South Korea. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher is bent on shedding 
nationalised yards tike North 
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But British Maritime League 
director Michael Ranken des- 
cribed government policy as 
shortsighted and dangerous. 

“It’s a policy of despair and 
imprudence. From the military 
point of view, we risk real trouble 
tf we don’t keep our merchant 
fleet ami shipbuilding capacity 
up,” be said. 

“An industry vital to this 
country's welfare and security is 
being thrown to the wolves,” he 
added. 

Grave 

An ail-party parliamentary 
defence committee protested in a 
recent report that the decline in 
British shipbmldmg was reflec- 
ted in tbe rundown of the British- 
flagged merchant fleet from 
1,614 vessels in 1975 to 410 m 
February. 

“This lack of such resources 
represents a grave deficiency in 
our ability to deter,” a committee 
report said. 

Ranken saw more immediate 
dangers. ...... 

“This fell-off in shipbuilding 
and ship carrying capacity makes 
it impossible to match the mer-

Anglo- Argentine) Falklands 
war,” he said. 

Defence experts say naval 
shipyards could also lace serious 
trouble if the government further 
delays orders for warships to 
reinforce its flagging surface 
fleet. 

The Defence Ministry has 
pledged to keep its force at 50 
frigates and destroyers. But 
critics insist the Royal Navy is 
now operating well below this 
level. 

Three red-painted femes 
moored on the banks of the River 
Wear are a constant reminder of 
Sunderland's plight. 

The Danish firm that ordered 
24 vessels complain they were not 

out oFlhe'deaJ, leaving Sun- 
derland to scour Europe tor new 
buy ere. 

The order books in this area, 
which built more than 300,000 
tons of ships a year at the turn of 
the century, are now blank. 

Dozens of yards throughout 
the country have already gone 
under since the international 
shipping war began in the 1 970s. 
Derek Dufiy, leader of a trade 
union “save our shipyard” cam- 


paign, told a Reuter correspon- 
dent during a recent visit to the 
area: “We just ask a breathing 
space until orders pick up — then 
we can offer one of the world's 
most sophisticated yards. Men 
here know if they lose their job 
they may never work again .” 

Refuse 

Despite pleas from the City 
Council, London seems likely to 
refuse a £28 million ($40 million) 
subsidy to clinch a £100 million 
($1.8 million) Cuban cargo ship 
deal. 

Shipping experts predict that 
by the mid-1990s, hundreds of 
ships ordered and delivered in 
the mid-1970s will be ready for 
the scrapyards, raising demand 
tor more new merchant vessels. 

World demand rose last year 
to 16.6 million consolidated 
gross tons (CGT) from the 1986 
level of 15.6 million. 

CGT reflects the total fitting 
and building involved in produc- 
ing a ship, besides the crude 
weight of toe vessel. 

A decline in the strength of 
South Korean and Japanese 
shipyards, who now control 70 
per cent of the market, also 
stokes optimism.

Kuwait Fund to 
extend 

$1 4.62m to Niger 

NIAMEY, Niger, July 5. 
(OPECNA): The Kuwait Fund 
for Arab Economic Develop- 
ment is to extend 514.62 million 
to Niger tor the rehabilitation 
and maintenance ofa major road 
project. 

The $15.71 million Tcha- 
daoua-Takeita project aims at 
facilitating the transport of pas- 
sengers and goods between the 
eastern and western regions of 
the country. It will also cater for 
the increaring commercial traffic 
between Niger and Nigeria. 

The scheme includes the 
rehabilitation and periodic 
maintenance of the 1 45- km road 
connecting Tchadaoua and Tak- 
eita and necessary drainage and 
safety works. 

The credit, which will finance 
about 93 per cent of tbe project, 
will also cover consultancy 
services. Work is to start by mid- 
1989 and is expected to be com- 
pleted at the end of 1 990. 

The loan, which carries an 
annual interest rate of 1.5 per 
cent plus a 0.5 per cent service 
charge is repayable in 24 years, 
including a four-year grace 
period. 


W.German trade 
surplus rises 

BONN. July 5, (Reuter): West 
Germany's trade surplus rose in 
April but its production ofindus- 
trial goods was virtually unchan- 
ged in May, the government said 
yesterday. 

The Federal Statistics Office 
said West Germany's trade sur- 
plus rose to 9.5 billion marks 
(S5.2 billion) in April from 8.6 
billion ($4.7 billion) in March. 

Industrial production in May 
fell 0.1 per cent from April’s 
level, the Economics Ministry 
said. 

West Germany has run large 
trade surpluses despite a decline 
in the dollar last year which made 
its goods more expensive tor 
foreign buyers. 

The trade surplus reported 
yesterday was higher than expec- 
ted. Economists had forecast a 
trade surplus of nine billion 
marks ($4.9 billion). 


British court extends assets 
freeze in Barlow Clowes case 

LONDON, July 5, (Reuter): A court yesterday extended orders 

freezing tbe assets of two British financiers under investigation in 
connection with a collapsed fund management group. The hi gh 
court condoned until Friday a £14 million ($23.52 laflEoa) 
worldwide asset freezing order against Guy von Cramer, a 
business partner of Peter Clowes who ran the Barlow Clowes 
Group of companies. It also extended indefinitely an order 
freezing £1.7 mfliion ($2.86 million) in assets belonging to Peter 
Naylor, a former executive of the fond management group. Von 
Cramer and Naylor did not contest the freeze orders sought by the 
receivers of the companies. Barlow Clowes’ investment fend in 
Britain and Gibraltar was dosed down in May with an estimated 
£190 million ($319 million) owed to 1 1,000 efienfes, mostly small 
investors. Peter Clowes was charged on June 15 with perverting 
the course of justice and released on £300,000 ($504,000) baiL 
Lawyers for the receivers told the court Clowes said be loaned 
£14 million ($23.52 million) of investors' funds to Von Cramer or 
companies associated with him. 

Zaire accuses World Bank and 
IMF of treating it like a colony 

KINSHASA, July 5, (Reuter): Zaire, burdened with $7 billion of 
foreign debt, accused the World Bank and International Mon- 
etary Fond yesterday of treating it like a colony. First State 
Commissioner (Prime Mintster)Sambwa PidaMhagni urged the 
two- Washington based organisations to change their thinking, 
the Zairean news agency Azap reported. “They tend to treat 
Zaire like a colony,” Sambwa told a meeting of Western ambas- 
sadors and World Bank and IMF officials in Kinshasa. President 
Mobutn Sese Seko rejected an IMF recovery plan and opted for 
his own emergency economic measures to safeguard the economy 
last Friday, Azap said. The Zairean government disa gree d with 
IMF proposals to raise interest rates and fuel prices, and tighten 
the budget, banking sources said. Mobutn, who has often criti- 
cised the IMF, did not detail his economic package which the 
agency said covered public spending cats, Ihmting tbe money 
supply and stabilising interest rates. Banking sources said the 
measures should help talks between Che IMF and the former 
Belgian colony. Bankers here have said the economy is in a crisis 
with interbank interest rates of more than 50 percent. 

UK stockbroker faces fourth 
charge in Guinness affair 

LONDON, July 5, (Reuter): London stockbroker David May- 
hew, who is facing three charges in connection with Gmnness 
PLCs 1 986 takeover of a whisky firm, was charged with a fourth 
offence yesterday, police said. Maybew, senior corporate finance 
partner in stockbrokers Cazenove and Co, is to appear at a 
London magistrates court next Monday on all four charges, they 
said. He will be joined in court by six other prominent Britirii 
businessm en. They face a total of 92 charges inctoding illegal 
share support and fraud linked to the giant Anglo-Irish brewers 
successful £2.7 bQlion ($4^ bfltioa) bid for Scottish drinks group 
Distillers PLC. Mayhew, 48, was accused of conspirmg to 
defraud companies and people who bad accepted a Gmnness offer 
for Distillers shares by dishonestly concealing that another finn, 
Pipetec, had acquired 10.6 million Distillers shares in concert 
wife Gfdnness. Mayhew was remanded in April on conditional 
bail of £500,000 ($840,000) on the three earlier charges.

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Arab ministers discuss future 
of Arab League institutions 


AMMAN. July 5. (Reuter): 
Arab financeand economy mini- 
sters meet in Amman today to 
discuss the future of 16 finan- 
cially-strapped Arab League ins- 
titutions. 

Ministers and senior officials 
from 19 of the league's 21 mem- 
bers considered proposals to 
halve the number of Arab agen- 
cies by merging them into 
broader bodies. 

Syria and Libya expressed 
reservations about the measures, 
recommended by a special eight- 
man committee headed by 
Lebanese acting Prime Minister 
Selim Al Hoss, a source who 
attended the closed session said. 

He said Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf states were among 
those who favoured moves to 
rationalise Arab League 
bureaucracy and cut spending in 
a bid to revive the near- 
moribund agencies. 

Jordanian Prime Minister 
Zeid Al Rifa’s urged greater 
integration among Arab econ- 
omies and said the fate of League 
institutions should not hangonly 
OH financial considerations. 

"The League lies brothers 
together to face common 
challenges and a joint destiny. So 
the logic of temporary profit and 
loss should not be dominant 
among them." he said. 

Arab League Secretary-Gen- 


eral Chadli KJibi told the con- 
ference political splits in the 
Arab world had hindered 
development of Arab economic 
integration. 

"Relationships among Arab 
countries have suffered in recent 
years, leading to scepticism 
regarding the feasibility of 
national (Pan- Arab) agencies. 
This has discouraged Arab coun- 
tries from continuing to build 
economic integration.” 

The meeting of the A rab Econ- 
omic and Social Council was d ue 
to end late tonight. 

Meanwhile, Kuwait’s Finance 
Minister Mohamed Jassem Al 
Khorafi flew yesterday to lake 
part in the extraordinary session. 

While here, Khorafi will also 
be leading Kuwait’s delegation 
to meetings of the Arab Econ- 
omic Unity Council, commenc- 
ing tomorrow, and following 
deliberations of the procedural 
committee, branching off the 
governing board of tne Islamic 
Development Bank. 

In an arrival statement, the 
Kuwaiti official said he expected 
that the Arab Economic and 
Social Council's session would 
be important and decisive, 
explaining that it would dwell on 
a report drawn by an expert com- 
mittee on Arab specialised 
organisations and their future 
status. 


The project, being run with the 
Association of British Deer Far-

But demand for farm venison 
was increasing because, unlike 
game deer, which could be as old 
as 14 years when shot, the quality 
of farm venison was controlled. 

“Farm venison is much more 
tender because it is killed when 
between 15 and 20 months old," 
Gray said. 

According to British govern- 
ment figures, cooked venison 
contains only about a quarter of 
the fat in roast beef and less than 
half as much as in chicken.

Pound rises in a belated reaction to interest rate rise 

Dollar ends lower in quiet European trade

LONDON, July 5, (AP): The 
dollar ended lower in quiet 
European trading today as the 
pound spurted in a belated reac- 
tion to yesterday's increase in 
British interest rales. Gold prices 
held steady. 

Dealers attributed little sig- 
nificance to the dollar's lower 
rate, saying the currency traded 
in the same range today as it did 
in the previous session. 

The dollar opened weakly in 
Europe after profit -taking puffed 
it lower in earlier Asian trading. 
But European market players, 
later joined by New York traders 
reluming from their Indepen- 
dence Day holiday, pushed the 
dollar higher until it hit resis- 
tance and retreated. 

Afraid 

“The market still likes the look 
of the dollar but are little afraid 
of the central banks.” said John 
Lorry, a corporate trader at 
Chase Manhattan Bank in Lon- 
don. 

“I can't see how we’ll get out of 
this range until next month's 
(US) trade figures.” 

The main beneficiary of the 
dollar's tight range was the 
pound, as Britain's relatively 
high interest rates pulled in 
money, dealers said. 

The Bank ofEngland signalled 
a half-point increase in the Brit- 
ish commercial banks* base lend- 
ing rate to 10 per cent yesterday, 
but it took more than half a day 
for the rate to hike to have any 
impact on the currency, dealers 
said. 

In London, the pound rose to 
SI. 7075 from SI. 6825 late yester- 
day. 

But investors remain convin- 
ced the dollar will renew its 
advance. 

They suspect that some, at 
least, of the Group of Seven 


industrial nations — - the United 
States, Japan, West Germany. 
France, Italy, Britain and Can- 
ada — may have agreed in their 
Toronto economic summit last 
month to let the dollar rebound 
from historic lows touched in 
January. 

Smoothly 

“As long as exchange rates are 
moving smoothly, it is all right,** 
said Japanese Finance Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawa today in a com- 
ment on the dollar’s recent gains- 

A strong dollar means less risk 
of US inflation, market analysis 
say. Some add that it also reduces 
a danger that, in the runup to the 
November presidential election, 
US interest rates may have to rise 
to continue to attract Japanese 
and other foreign money to fin- 
ance America's budget deficit. 

But it also means that, in some 
other countries, imports cost 
more, risking inflation in their 
economies and higher interest 
rates to curb spending and damp 
down that risk. 

Worries on this count unsettle 
their stock markets and send 
some investors into gold, a 
favoured hedge against inflation, 
taking the bullion price. 

But it is still up 17 per cent 
from record tows against the 
market at the start of 1988 and 
remains around the values that 
prevailed just before last 
October’s global stock market 
crash. 

Intervened 

West Germany's central bank 
intervened, as it has done 
regularly in recent days, selling 
dollars to help push the US 
currency still lower. But no other 
centra] bankers joined in. 

Japanese investors' worries 
that a weak yen means inflation 
seem to haveeased. In Tokyo, the 
biggest stock market, the 225- 


share Nikkei average rose 216.78 
points to 27.577.17. 

"People started to feel uneasy 
about flte dollar's recent rapid 
rise, and there is a growing view 
that it is nearing its ceiling,” said 
Hirozumi Tanaka of Dai-ichi 
Kangyo Bank. 

Others are less sure. 

"Operators are still willing to 
try the dollar's upside until the 
Bank of Japan starts selling 
dollars against the yen.'* said 
Tadao Hayashi of the Taiyo 
Kobe Bank. 

“There are fears of Bank of 
Japan intervention but thedollar 
may continue to rise until the US 
starts to talk the dollar down,” he 
added. 

Little 

But so far. the Japanese central 
bank has intervened little to stop 
the dollar's rise, unlike the Bun- 
desbank. which intervened today 
after the dollar had already 
moved down. 

The West German central 
bank last week pushed its key 
discount rate — an interest rate 
at which it lends money to com- 
mercial banks — back to a pre- 
crash of 87 level of three per cent 
from 2.5 per cent. 

With British interest rates 
back to where they were last 
autumn. British bank accounts 
and bonds look more attractive 
to foreign investors.

Share prices moved higher 
today as London players were 
heartened by a relatively strong 
opening on Wall Street.

Keen 

In New York, the stock 
market edged lower today as 
traders returned from a long 
holiday weekend keen on cash- 
ing in on some profits.

OPEC states muscle into refining and marketing of oil 


LONDON. July 5, I Reuter): 
OPEC states are muscling in on 
the refining and marketing end of 
the oil business where the Wes- 
tern multinationals used to enjoy 
unchallenged ascendancy. 

Such OPEC heavyweights as 
Saudi A rabia and Kuwait are no 
longer content just to pump 
crude oil and try to fix the priceof 
the barrel. 

They are moving ‘down- 
stream* into the Western oil 
majors' territory, snapping up 
US and European refineries and 
petrol stations in order to protect 
their income through a period of 
over-supply and weak crude 
prices. 

Expansion 

Nader Sultan, president of 
Kuwait Petroleum Inter- 
national. said recently KPI 
would like to double its refining 
and retailing to half a million 
barrels daily, with further expan- 
sion possibly in Asia. Italy. 
Britain and the Netherlands. 

“It has been an important 
aspect of our strategy to fill 
vacuums left by others leaving 
the market,” he said. 

"OPEC members are follow- 
ing the path of vertical integra- 
tion which the majors used until 
the 1970s,” said Irene Himona, 


an oil analyst with London brok- 
ers Hoare Govett. 

“By producing and refining 
and marketing their own oil they 
can guarantee outlets.” 

in the latest move, Saudi 
Arabia, largest producer in the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, clinched a 
deal on June 16 to buy an $800 
million halfshare in three Texaco 
Refineries and Associated US 
petrol stations. 

Outlets 

It hopes this will guarantee a 
foothold in Western markets and 
outlets for its Arab light crude. 

For most of this century the 
‘seven sisters' — Western oil 
majors Exxon, Shell, Texaco, 
Mobil, Gulf. Chevron and Brit- 
ish Petroleum (BP) — owned the 
biggest reserves and output 
rights in the Middle East and 
elsewhere, controlling the des- 
tiny of most of the world's oil 
from wellhead to pump. 

But the 1970s saw OPEC 
members nationalise their 
petroleum resources and start to 
control crude production and 
prices. 

Several also operated refin- 
eries, but most of these were 
employed only in supplying their 
home markets with petrol and 


other refined products. Most of 
their petroleum continued to be 
sold to foreign buyers who ship- 
ped it out as crude oil. refined it in 
their own systems and sold the 
products. 

Recent years saw OPEC states 
start to change that. too. 

Doubled 

London stockbrokers Phillips 
and Drew say OPEC involve- 
ment in overseas refining dou- 
bled last year and is set to double 
again in 1988. 

By the end of this year, mem- 
bers will be selling 27 percent of 
their oil exports m the form of 
refined products. 

OPEC states have been drawn 
by unused capacity in many Wes- 
tern European refineires. The 
prices charged for second hand 
refineries are often favourable to 
those of building new ones. 

Kuwait, with a long tradition 
of aggressive involvement in 
commerce, took the lead in the 
early 1980s. It now has almost 
5,000 outlets in seven European 
nations, having bought Gulf oil's 
refining and marketing opera- 
tions in Scandinavia and the Ben- 
elux countries and chains of Brit- 
ish petrol stations. 

The Kuwait Investment Auth- 
ority, which invests the state's 


petrodollars, has meanwhile 
built a 22 per cent stake in BP. 

Venezuela, OPEC's third big- 
gest producer, has also built up 
US and European downstream 
interests and now has foreij 
refining capacity of at least 1 
milli on barrels daily. 

Its interests include a 50 per 
cent share in refineries in West 
Germany, Sweden, the United 
States and Belgium. It also has 
1 2.5 and 1 6 per cent shares in two 
German refineries and a five- 
year refinery lease in Curacao. 

Nigeria is also gearing up to 
become an export refiner ana has 
been negotiating with several 
foreign firms to take an equity 
share in their refining opera- 
tions. 

Industry sources say Nigeria 
has been eyeing one or more US 
refineries and held preliminary 
talks with Sim Co. Inc. over the 
possible sale of some Sun down- 
stream assets. 

Interest e d 

Iran is interested in a Mobil 
refinery in West Germany, while 
Libya owns 70 per cent of Italy's 
Tamoil and has links with an old 
Esso Refinery in Hamburg, 
industry sources say. 

Abu Dhabi has acquired a five 
per cent stake in France's CFP- 


lotal and 10 per cent in Spanish 
refiners Cepsa, which helps 
guarantee it a market for 60,000 
barrels daily of its crude. __ 

Some ofl analysts and OPEC 
states say such policies risk 
impairing the organisation's 
unity and making it harder forit 
to maintain crude o3 prices. 

Belkacem Nabi, Algeria’s oil 
minister, told Reuters last 
February his country was seek- 
ing exploration ventures with 
foreigners but not refining deals. 

“We are not convinced it is 
even a positive development for 
producer countries," he said. 

Involvement 

Greater OPEC involvement 
downstream could remove econ- 
omic incentives to dose surplus 
refining capacity, depressing the 
petroleum sector. 

Of the original seven sisters. 
Gulf was taken over by Chevron 
in 1984. Texaco itself is fending 
off takeover moves. 

The survivors express disquiet 
about their dwindling influence 
and OPECs downstream push. 

“It would be wise to retain a 
degree ofmodesty about what we 
can do.” Shell chairman Lod- 
ewijk Van Wachem said recently. 
“It's a new ball game. It won't 
become any easier.” 


Abu Dhabi sets low prices for June oil sales 


MANAMA, July 5. The Abu 
Dhabi National Oil Co., the lar- 
gest oil producer in the UAE was 
reported yesterday to have pos- 
ted low prices for June retroac- 
tive crude oil sales without 
indicating any substantial cuts in 
July. 

This prompted speculation 
that an overshooting of the 
UAE's production quota was 
fixed by the 13-nation Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries was unlikely at least in 
the short term. 

Telexes 

Oil industry executives said 
that ADNOC, in telexes sent to 
its term-contract customers, has 
cut prices for its June delivery at 


between $1.10 and 1.13 com- 
pared to May’s retroactive levels. 

ADNOC. which is Abu 
Dhabi's state-owned oil refining 
and marketing company, moved 
to retroactive crude-oil pricing in 
March after world oil prices sub- 
stantially weakened and the 
company was unable to maintain 
official prices decreed by OPEC. 

The sources, who could not be 
named understanding rules, said 
that since there was no indication 
of any pricing policy change in 
the telex it could mean ADNOC 
to market sufficient volumes of 
crude oil this month to substan- 
tially boost oil output as recently 
threatened by UAE officials.

decreed quota of 948.000 barrels 
per day. and UAE Oil Minister 
Mana Saeed Oteiba said that was 
rejected as the country was right- 
fully entitled to 1.5 million 
barrels a day. 

Abu Dbabi is the major oil 
roducer among seven emirates 
erated in the UAE whose cen- 
tral government later supported 
Oteiba's statements. 

Jockeying 

But it has remained unclear 
whether the UAE planned to do 
so immediately or was only jock- 
eying for a position months 
ahead of the December bi- 
annual meeting of the 13-nation 
organisation where production 
levels will come up for considera- 
tion. 

Officials in Abu Dhabi oil 
companies, who spoke on condi- 
tion they not be named, have 
refuted the reports that the UAE 
will increase its output in the near 
future despite the standing 
demand for a higher OPEC 
quota. 

“It is the huge surplus in the 
market and the vast oil reserves 
in Japan, the UAE’soil importer, 
which determines the size of 
UAE’s production and not 
adherence to OPECs quota.” 
said one of iheofficialscontacted 
by the Associated Press. 

Refuting reports that orders 
were given by the Abu Dhabi 
government to increase their July 
output, the source said: "We 
have not received any order to 
this effect. The Abu Dhabi 
government realises that it can- 
not market any oil quantity over 
its present quota with a reasona- 
ble price.” 

The sources claimed that 
Japan was pressing for dis- 
counts, both in the UAE as wdl 
as in other Gulf oil-producing 
states. Japan depends for more 
than 60 per cent ofitsoil needs on 


the Gulf. 

The latest claim that the UAE 
had already repudiated the quota 
was made by the Nicosia-based 
Middle East Economic Survey 
earlier in the day. 

Noting that the UAE govern- 
ment had not troubled to deny 
the reports of overshooting of the 
quota, the source said that the 
UAE call for l.S million barrels 
was “a quest to guarantee right 
for an increase in production." 

Meanwhile, Ecuador’s Energy 
Minister Fernando Santos 
blamed the UAE for the sharp 
drop in world oil prices, saying 
the country's increase in 
petroleum production has had 
the effect of "an atomic bomb” 
on the market. 

Lack 

“The drop in crude prices is the 
result of the lack of discipline by 
one of the members of OPEC,” 
Santos said during a televised 
interview. 

He was referring to the Arab 
nation's annoimcement that it 
was increasing its crude produc- 
tion to 1.5 million barrels a day 
from its OPEC-set of 948,000 
barrels. 

Samos said the announcement 
has had a “devastating effect” on 
the world oil market. 

.Dropped 

“The commitment to a 
production cdlingis based on the 
understanding that all the coun- 
tries must respect it. If a country 
does not respect its quota, the 
other 12 member countries will 
consider themselves free to 
produce as much as they consider 
necessary," he said. 

Ecuador and the UAE are 
among the 13 countries that 
make up OPEC 

Santos said the average pike 
of Ecuador's oil has dropped 
from S 14. 19 a bared since June 1 
to SI 2.83 a barrel on June 29.

House prices 
across Britain 
jump by lOpc 

LONDON, July 5, (UP1): House 
prices across Britain leapt by an 
average 10 percent in the three 
months to June, the nationwide 
Anglia Building Society said in a 
bulletin published today. 

The increase was the second 
largest quarterly price rise ever 
recorded by the society, which 
began compiling property 
figures in 1952. 

It was beaten only by a 12- 6 per 
cent rise seen in the thud quarter 
of 1 972, the society said. 

It said the jump was mainly 
due to a house buying surge to 
beat an Aug 1 tax relief deadline 
after which unmarried mortgage 
holders will be able to claim only 
one lot of tax relief per property, 
instead of the one per person they 
have been able to claim up to 
now. 

The house buying market has 
also been boosted by mortgage 
rate cuts in April and May, and 
by a rise in take-home pay foll- 
owing tax cuts in the last budget. 

By the end of the year, iL said 
house prices in Britain will have 
increased by 20 per cent. 

“With the average price of a 
threc-bedroomed semi-detached 
house in London now nearly 
£1 10,000 ($185,900), people are 
dearly having to look further 
afield for affordable homes, and 
are pushing up prices in the rest 
of the country. How far this 
effect can spread really depends 
on how long people are prepared 
to spend commuting to and from 
work,” said Brian Whitfield, 
general manager of nationwide 
Anglia.

Bidding interest persisted in 
one-week and one-month funds, 
possibly because banks wanted 
to postion themselves for future 
dollar buying, dealers said.

month dealt at 6-1/2 per cent 
after Monday business at 6-1/2 
and 6-3/4 per cent, fixed periods 
were quoted 1/8 point below 
Monday levels at 6-5/8, 3/8 for 
one- to 12-months. 

Meanwhile, in Bahrain, Saudi 
riyal deposits showed signs of 


easing in early trade yesterehg 
but firmed again in » a voUde 
market dominated by specuta 
tion over a possible nyai 
devaluation. 

Dealers said some banks 
began reducing long dollar posi- 
uonsand trying to place nydsi« 
the interbank market to take 
advantage of high local interest 
rates. But despite the extra 
liquidity created, deposits stayed 
firm in busy trade. . 

Bouts of speculation against 

the riyal periodically hit the 
market but traders said weak oil U 
prices had increased concern the 
Saudi government will need to 
devalue to bridge its budget 
deficit. It has already started 
borrowing by issuing bonds. 

Pegged . 

The Saudi riyal is effectively 
Decreed to the dollar with a 
current parity of 3.75. In 
anticipation of a devaluation, 
banks have been building up long 
dollar positions in the hope of a 
currency gain if the Saudi 
currency should be adjusted 
lower. 

One- lo six-month deposits 
had been marked up to a uni form 
8-1/2, 1/4 per cent on Monday 
although dealers said there was 
little trade at those highs. One- 
and three-months settled at firm 
8-5/16, 1/8 yesterday and six- 
months at 8-3/8, 3/ 16 per cent.

Comecon seeks to rejuvenate trading alliance 


PRAGUE, July 5, (Reuter): Cze- 
choslovak Prime Minister 
Lubomir Strougal opened a 
meeting of Communist govern- 
ment leaders today aimed at 
revitalising their 10-nation 
Comecon trading alliance. 

Premiers of seven countries 
attended the start of the three- 
day session in Prague. Hungary, 
Cuba and Vietnam were 
represented by deputy prime 
minister s. 

Reconstruction 

“In spite of some positive 
changes, we must see, however, 
that we are only at the beginning 
of reconstruction, from the view- 
point of both individual coun- 
tries and integration as a whole,” 
Strougal said in an opening 
speech. 

“Stagnation in mutual trade, 
low rate of development of 
production co-operation, slow 
advance in science and tech- 
nology urge us to proceed more 
quickly and boldly,” said 
Strougal, who is seen by 
diplomats as the most enthusias- 
tic backer of reform among 
Prague’s conservative leader- 
ship. 

Under debate at the dosed 
regular session were a collective 


production strategy for 1991 to 
2005, the creation of a converti- 
ble currency within the grouping, 
new ties with the European 
Economic Community and pos- 
sible structural changes in the 
organisation i tself . 

fent efforts to eliminate wide- 
spread inefficiency within the 
trading bloc are being hampered 
by the differing pace of eoonomic 
reform among the allies. 

Opposed 

Romania and East Germany, 
highly centralised systems which 
say they have no need for the sort 
of restructuring going on in the 
Soviet Union, are particularly 
opposed to any rapid shake-up 
of Comecon. formally known as 
the Council for Mutual Econ- 
omic Assistance, delegation 
sources said. 

At a. meeting of Comecon 
Communist Party economic 
secretaries last month’, Cze- 
choslovakia's Jozef Lenart poin- 
ted to disagreements within the 
bloc and spoke of the need to 
overcome “ideological hand- 
cuffs" and a rigid concept of 
sovereignty among member 
states. 

Reform-minded Hungary has 
given the strongest support to 


allies, along with Cuba, Mon- 
golia and Vietnam.

IN this part of the world, 
pri vate dinner parties form 
the prime source of 
expatriate entertainment. 
These sorts of get-togethers 
serve several positive 
purposes. 

On the most basic level, 
they save the invitees the 
bother of having to whip up 
an haute cuisine meal — a 
most welcome 
consideration in our house. 
On a much higher plane, 
they keep alive the dying 
art of conversation, a 
facility which the almighty 
television is managing to 
muffle slowly but ever so 
surely in many circles. But 
perhaps one of the most 
endearing facets of dinner 
parties is their sheer 
entertainment value. In our 
many years here, some of 
the dinners we've attended 
or held ourselves have been 
particularly memorable, 
but not always in a way a 
social hostess might intend. 

The obvious examples 
are of things that go wrong. 

I mean, who hasn't had 
some sort of menu disaster? 

I remember planning a 
gourmet meal with crab- 
filled crepes as a starter. 1 
prepared the crepes in the 
morning. That evening 
when I went to fill them, I 
was horrified to notice that 
in the intervening hours 
they had acquired a rash of 
green growth. Mold. . Help! 
My first impulse was to 
proceed as planned and tell 
inquisitive guests that they 
were eating avocado- 
flecked crepes, but 
conscience intervened (not 
to mention a husband who 
was.appalled that I would 
even consider such a ruse!) 

One of my frequent 
faults is to enjoy the pre- 
dinner socializing too much 
and forget that I'm the 
person who is supposed to 
cook the dinner. On one

occasion I sneaked a peek 
at my watch to see if I could 
eke out a few more minutes 
of stimulating conversation 
before relegating myself to 
the kitchen. Good grief! 
The big hand was on tye 12 
and the little hand was on 
the 1 1. 1 know how time 
flies when you have fun, 
but this was ridiculous. We 
had missed dinner! How 
amazing that the guests had 
been so tolerant! I caught 
my husband's eyes and 
signalled him into the 
kitchen fora panic 
consultation. 

“Relax, Kathy, your 
watch must have stopped. 
It’s only nine-o’clock. But 
since you're standing in 
front of the stove, maybe it 


would be a good time to 
put on the vegetables?" 
Whew. 

It is interesting to 
observe guests and hosts in 
.categories such as 
nationality, marital status, 
and socialposition. The 
English, for example, have 
a penchant for party games. 
Their dinners are often the 
most fun, although I hate 
that initial feeling of idiocy 
when I've been asked to 
stand up and do some 
ridiculous mime. Most 
Americans like to eat early. 
Their stomachs are 
conditioned to grumble in 
protest if food isn’t on the 
table by six o'clock. More 
often than not, bachelors 
are blatantly on time — to 


the minute. Their 
punctuality sends hostesses 
into a tizzy because they’re 
usually still getting ready 
when the dreaded doorbell 
rings. Socialiites. on the 
other hand, are notoriously 
lardy. It's a good idea to 
invite them half an hour 
earlier than anyone else. 
That way they'!! only be 
about an hour late and can 
still make a grand entrance 
at the borsd’oeuvres stage 
of the evening. 

Then there are the guests 
who try to be on time, but 
get lost along the way. 

. Sometimes it’s not their 
fault: unbeknown to the 
host, the landmarks he has 
indicated on his map have 
been moved overnight. A 
few guests, though, simply 
can't follow directions. One 
couple we invited for the 
first time took a wrong turn 
and ended up along a desert 
track where they 
accidentally hit a rambling 
donkey. After wandering 
aimlessly, they eventually 
got back onto a main road, 
found a phone, and 
informed us (in a mild state 
of hysteria) that they no 
longer wanted to come to 
dinner. We never saw them 
again. 

Intense socializing can 
become downright 
confusing. We used to 
entertain so frequently that 
I couldn’t always remember 
whom we had invited. The 
situation came to a climax 
at a dinner for which I had 
carefully prepared the 
courses in individual 
dishes. After all the guests 
had supposedly arrived, the 
doorbell rang. There stood 
two cleaned and scrubbed 
men who had been to our 
home many times. 
Ordinarily I would have 
invited them in right away. 


but in this instance I 
worried that if they came in 
they might not leave 
(bachelors cun be Funny at 
the smell of home cooking) 
and I couldn't stretch the 
dinner. When standing on 
the porch finally became 
awkward, 1 asked them in. 
Persistently, they stayed. 
When I took a second head 
count to see if anyone was 
missing, I realized that the 
“extra” men were actually 
part of the original guest 
list. 

Confusion isn’t limited 
to know whom you've 
invited. It can extend to 
knowing when you're 
invited. It's decidedly 
discomforting to get 
dressed to the nines and go 
out., only to be told by the 
host that you’re a week 
early. 

Nevertheless, this 
predicament isn't nearly as 
grim as arriving one week 
too late. A dentist friend 
had been warned about the 
seriousness of his faux pas 
by his university professor 
“Because of the complexity 
of your profession, you will 
make one, or both, of the 
following mistakes: You 
will either pull out the 
wrong tooth or you will 
miss an important dinner 
engagement.” Eventually 
the professor's prediction 
came true .... and the 
dentist wished he had 
pulled out the wrong tooth 

Have you noticed that 
throughout this article on 
dinners I haven't once 
mentioned the quality (or 
lack of quality!! of the 
food? That's because 
dinner parties are seldom 
about food. They’re about 
people... and the’ 
unwittingly memorable 
events which surround 
them.

Stefan Edberg :of Sweden 
demonstrated brilliantly in 
becoming Wimbledon men's 

champion that in grasscouii ten- 
nis he who has the greater power 
does not necessarily achieve the 
glory. 

The expectation that the sheer 
strength of Boris Becker's game 
would dominate the rain-- 
interrupted final which, .ended 
J yesterday was reflected in -the 
f West- German’s' status as over- 
whelming favourite. 

After all, the 20-year-old for- 
mer champion had confirmed his 
affinity for the fast lawns of the 
All England Club by rocketing 
through his first six. matches 
which included confrontations 
with title-holder Pat Cash' and 
world number one Ivan Lendl for 
the loss of one set. 

Acquisition 

And in the final itself, which 
started on Sunday. Becker's 
fierce acquisition of the opening 
set in which he won six of the last 
seven games after losing the first 
three can hardly have bolstered 
the third-seeded Ed berg’s con- 
P fidence. 

But the tide turned in the 
second set in which Edberg, in his 
first Wimbledon final, prevailed 
7-2 in the tie-break and it was at a 
cost of just 1 1 service points in the 
third and fourth sets that be won 
the match 4-6 7-6 6-4 6-2. 

Just as Jimmy Connors dis- 
covered in his memorable upset 
defeat by fellow-American 
Arthur Ashe in 1975, Becker 
found there is more to grasscourt 
tennis than striking the ball with 
intimidating force. 

He found himself confronted 
by a man with a more complete

all-court game. Edberg’s second 
serve is perhaps the best in the 
game, his speed about the court is 
breathtaking and the quality of 
his volleying, on this' occasion at 
least. without equal. 

Whereas in his earlier matches 
Becker had required only one or 
two strokes to win a point, 
against Edberg’s rock-solid, 
stiff-wrested volleying he found 
after three or four- shots he was 
still engaged in combat 

It was all too much for the 
young West German who was 
seeking to become champion for 
the third time before his 21st bir- 
thday following his wins here i 
1985 and 1986. 


in 


He admitted he had been 
drained by his earlier exertions. 
“I was beating the defending 
champion, 1 was beating the 
number one,” he said of his wins 
over Cash and Lendl, "and when 
I came to the final it was like 
‘what the hell am 1 doing here? 
I’ve done already everything I 
have to do, and still I have to win 
it.’ That I think is what made it so 
difficult forme.” 

But it is doubtful that even 
without the physical hurt he felt 
from those matches he could on 
the day (or rather days) have 
overwhelmed a man in such 
sublime form as Edberg. 

“After I won the second set I 


felt very comfortable," Edberg 
said. “I was serving so well, 
volleying so well, he didn’t know 
what to do." 

The final was also a triumph 
for a man who keeps his aggres- 
sion and self-confidence deep 
within himself. 

Becker wears both on bis 
sleeve: There is a bellicose air 
about the way he plays the game 
and he taunted Lhe Swede before 
the tournament with a remark 
about his mental hardness. "He 
will lose not because he isn't good 
enough but because he thinks he 
isn't good enough.” 

But there was no smugness 
from Edberg when asked about 


this assessment after the final. 
"Mental strength, well. I’ve 
proved something to myself. 
And to other people,” he said 
quietly. 

In the final rally of the match 
there was a hint of a concession 
from Becker that be had at last 
recognised Edberg to be a 
doughty fighter. 

The Swede was standing 
before him at the net as Becker 
bore down on a simple back- 
hand. Two or three times in the 
match the West German had 
taken advantage of such a situa- 
tion to rattle his opponent by 
driving the ball straight at him. 

This time, though, be faltered 
before tamely putting the ball in 
the net. I l was almost as if he were 
laying down his arms before the 
better man. 

All that was left was for 
Edberg to address the traditional 
question of whether being Wim- 
bledon champion would change 
his life. The answer was as 
emphatic a ‘no' as Edberg could 
muster. 

"Life may change but I will 
not,” he said. "People will recog- 
nise me. But If I respect people 
they will respect me back." 

Accused 

"If you compare me to Boris, 
he's what 1 would call a big star ... 
he wants to be a big star and he 
acts like a big star.” 

Though he is often accused of 
lacking a sense of humour. 
Edberg told an assembled news 
conference less Lhac 10 minutes 
after his centre court triumph: 
"It hasn't changed me, and I 
don't think it will." 

Sweden's success in world ten- 
nis — begun by Bjorn Borg over a 
decade ago and continued by

Edberg and Mats Wilander — 
gives the Davis Cup holders a 
monopoly of all the major titles 
in 1988. Wilander. who will now 
drop to third in the world rank- 
ings behind Edberg, heads for the 
US Open in September as the 
holder of the French and Aus- 
tralian titles. 

Of the past and future, Edberg 
said: "This is something I have 
worked towards for a long time 
... it's been my main target and to 
come through and win means the 
hard work has paid off. 1 feel very 
good about it. 

"I know more and more peo- 
ple will now recognise me. but I'll 
try to be the same person." 


Although the centre court was 
almost full to capacity, the 
atmosphere was one of slight 
anti-climax. 

“It didn't really feel like a 
Wimbledon final out there with 
all the weather, breaks and 
aggravations in the locker- 
room," added Edberg, who also 
paid tribute to Borg, the inspira- 
tion of the current Swedish 
school. 

"1 watched all his Wimbledon 
finals. Bjorn was a big influence 
on me, not on my game but as a 
person and a player. 

"Now 1 have won Wimbledon, 
too, and for that I should thank 
him.”

Guard against 
possibility of 
terrorism 
at Olympics: 
Takeshita 

CANBERRA. July 5, (UP1): 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshita yesterday 
warned Australia and other 
countries to be on the alert to 
prevent terrorists infiltrating the 
upcoming Seoul Olympics. 

Takeshita told’ Australian 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke that 
because 80 per cent of athletes 
and people flying to Seoul transit 
through Japan, his country had a 
particular interest in security 
measures. 

He said he was ‘‘concerned 

that there should be a peaceful 
Olympics." and warned Aus- 
tralia should be on guard aeainsL 
the possibility of terrorist 
activities. 

Takeshita has raised the same 
security issue with other world 
leaders he has met since becom- 
ing prime minister of Japan last 
November, officials said. 

However, they said there was 
no move to propose a specific 
security co-operation 

programme, either with Aus- 
tralia or any other country. 

Meanwhile, a North Korean 
official said South Korea's 
refusal to accept its proposals on 
co-hosting the Olympic Games 
this summer arc aimed at per- 
petuating the division of Korea, 
North Korea’s official news 
agency reported yesterday. 

The senior official of North 
Korea's Olympic Committee 
also denied allegations the North 
wants to shut Seoul out of host- 
ing the Olympics, according to 
the government-run Korean 
Central News Agency, mon- 
itored in Tokyo. 

Artifice 

“The vilification of our co- 
hosting proposal by the South 
Korean authorities is no more 
than an artifice to ... use the Seoul 
Olympics for the peipeluation of 
the division of Korea.” the 
official said. 

Calling the refusal of Seoul to 
accept the complete opening of 
free travel across the demarca- 
tion line between the two coun- 
tries "despicable," the report 
quoted the official as saying 
North Korea's “Olympic com- 
mittee, along with the South 
Korean people, will fight to the 
end for the realization of the 
Olympic co-staging ..." 

KCNA did not identify the 
official by name. 

The Olympics Games are 
scheduled to begin in Seoul on 
Sept 17. and Nonh has 
threatened to boycott the Games 
unless it is made a co-host. The 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee has rejected this, saying the 
Games are awarded only to a 
single city. 

The Korean peninsula wa> 
divided in 1945 at the end of 
World War II into the commun- 
ist north and the capitalist south. 
The two sides, which Tough t a 
bloody war in 1950-53. remain 
bitter enemies.

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England 
hold inquest 
after crushing 
defeat 

MANCHESTER. England. July 
5. (AP): England's cricketers 
held an inquest at Old Trafi’ord 
today after caving in to Malcolm 
Marshall to lose the third Test by 
an innings and 1 56 runs. 

Marshall look a Test best 
seven for 22. grabbing five for 12 
in 6.4 overs on the last day as 
England collapsed to 93 all out. 

The final seven wickets went 
down in 12.4 overs for ihe addi- 
tion of only 33 runs. 

Yet the latest debacle, which 
put the West Indies 2-0 ahead in 

the series, left England's man- 
agement stilt resisting the idea of 
sweeping changes. 

Team manager Micky Stewart 
said: "We have had a long talk 
about the two Tests left in the 
series. We have been rolled over 
very heavily in this game but we 
have tried to look at the positive 
things and the plus things. 

“There will certainly be no 
panic at all. The Jttitude of the 
team could not have been better 
at the start of this game and the 
Leam arc still determined now." 

A heavy downpour which left 
pools of water on the outfield 
failed to save the hosts, descend- 
ing on Old TrafTord just minutes 
after England's eclipse. 

Despite Stewart's fighting 
words, and captain John 
Emburcy claiming that "morale 
is not low at all", there will be 
fresh calls for changes both in the 
team and at lop level. 

Asked whether he or any of the 
other selectors were reconsider- 
ing their positions. Stewart said: 
"No. not at all. The criticism has 
only come from certain parts of 
the media and it is important for 
the continuity of cricket in this 
country that it is the opinion of 
people within the game that 
counts. 

"Otherwise you would play a 
series using 50 players — and 
that is not being facetious." 

The selectors will not be mak- 
ing a decision on the captaincy 
until the weekend, but Emburey 
said: "Obviously. I know it’s on a 
match to match basis and I 
accept that my performances 
over the last three matches may- 
mean that they might not want to 
pick me as a player for the next 
Test at Headingley." 

England have now lost 12 of 
their last 13 Tests against the 
West Indies, and with two games 
to play have been shut out of this 
series. 

It is now a record 1 6 Tests since 
England last won. and a record 
14 since a home victory. Only in 
1976. when they were "dismissed 
for 7 1 . also at Old T rafford. have 
England been bowled out for less 
by the West Indies. 

In his 56th Test. Marshall not- 
ched his 1 Sth haul of five wickets 
or more in an innings. Ambrose 
nipped in with the wickets of 
Allan Lamb and Emburey — 
both caught at short leg fending 
olT similar lifting deliveries. 

A crowd of only 951 witnessed 
one of English cricket's blackest 
days. 

West Indian captain Viv 
Richards, champagne glass in 
hand, said: "We knew that with 
the bad weather about we had to 
show urgency. The guys respon- 
ded well and this is a wonderful 
sign for the future of West Indies 
cricket. "

Marshall helps W. Indies destroy England 
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Marshall: humiliates England 


MANCHESTER, England. July 
5. (Reuter): Fast bowfcT Mal- 
colm Marshall led the West 
Indies loan innings and 156 runs 
rout of England in the ihhd 
cricket Test today. 

England added a paltry 33 to 
their overnight total of 60 for 
three as Marshall tore through 
the remaining wickets for his best 
Test haul of seven for 22. 

The result left the visitors with 
an unbeatable 2-0 advantage in 
the five-Test series. 

England lasted barely an hour 
on the final day. collapsing to 93 
all out — their second lowest 
total against the West Indies. In 
the 1976 Test on the same Old 
Trafford ground, the hosts man- 
aged only 71. 

Dogged 

England’s sole respite on the 
final day was a 15-minute break 
for rain, but the bad weather, 
which had dogged much of the 
match, did not last long enough 
to save them from Marshall’s 
bombardment. 

He claimed five for 12 in his 
final spelL boosting his haul of 
victims to 26 in the series and 
inspired the West Indies to their 
12th win in their last 13 Tests 
against England. 

England’s collapse in the 
second innings was even worse 
than in the first when they mus- 
tered 135. The last seven wickets 
fell in the space of 20 runs. 


England have now gone 16 
Tests without a win and have not 
won at home in 14 games — 
beating the previous longest 
sequence ofl3 between 1 974 and 
1977. 

Former England captain 
David Cower was the first to fail 
on the final day, caught at slip 
from a reckless stroke to Mar- 
shall outside his off stump. 

Gower had added 10 to his 
overnight total and departed for 
34. the highest total of an innings 
in which Marly n Moxon was the 
only other batsman to reach dou- 
ble figures. 

Two more wickets went with- 
out addition. Marshall dismissed 
David Capel. caught by sub- 
stitute Keith Arthurton at silly 
mid-off for nought, and Curtley 
Ambrose sent back Allan Lamb 
for nine. 

A rearing delivery caught 
Lamb a painful blow on the glove 
and shot straight into Gus 
Logie's hands at short leg. 

England captain John Em- 
burey and Paul Down ton hoisted 
the total from 73 for six to 87 
before Marshall claimed two 
more victims in three balls. He 
removed Downton and then 
Phillip Defreiias, who both 
edged catchers to Roger Harper 
at third slip. 

Rain intervened with England 
at 89 for eight but the stoppage 
was brief and within seven balls 


of the resumption it was all over. 

Ambrose had Emburey 
caught by Logie to make it 93 for 
nine and Marshall fittingly 
ended the agony, knocking out 
Graham Dilley's off-stump. 

England's demoralised bats- 
men will not have to face Mar- 
shall once the current series ends. 
"I will give up Test cricket after 
our scries against India next 
year,” he said. "I am noi going to 
lour India and Pakistan again, so 
it will not be fair to other playere 
to pick and choose my series." 

His announcement meant that 
England will not encounter him 
when they tour the Caribbean in 
1990. 

No decision will be made on 
the England captaincy for the 
moment. Emburey, who took 
over when Mike Gatting was 
sacked, has now lost both- his 
games in charge. 

“1 have enjoyed it and would 
like to continue but I can't-look 
too far ahead," he said. I was 
appointed on a match- to- match 
basis and 1 know it's not perman- 
ent. The selectors don’t want to 
pick a man as captain who might 
not play in the next game.'* 

The England team held an 
hour- long meeting in their dress- 
ing room after the defeat. Man- 
ager Micky Stewart said: "There 
will be no panic at all when we 
come to pick the team for Leeds 
at the end of nexL week."

US officials thrilled by World Cup 


SAN FRANCISCO. July 5. 
i Reuter): Soccer officials around 
the country were thrilled byword 
that the 1994 World Cup’would 
be held in the United States and 
predicted the tournament would 
have a staggering impact on the 
sport here. 

Former Aberdeen and 
Scotland goalkeeper Bobby 
Clark, now the head soccer coach 
at Dartmouth College in New 
Hampshire, said he was sure the 
tournament would be a big suc- 
cess. 

"I think it will lake off. and 
lake oiTamuzingly well." he told 
Reuters yesterday. "Before, 
there was such a shallow 
appreciation of the game, no 
depth of experience among 
players and couches about it," 
Forced 

"I don't think it will go wrong. 
Soccer is a great game, and peo- 
ple will he forced to lake note of 
it.” 

Excitement swept through 
soccer circles with the US 
Independence Day announ- 
cement by the International 
Football Federation (FIFA) in 
Zurich that the United States had 
won out over Morocco and 
Brazil for the honour to host the 
tournament. 

Joe Robbie, who has been 
involved with US soccer since 
1973 when he owned the Fort 
Lauderdale Strikers of the now- 
dcfunct North American Soccer 


League ( NASL). was ecstatic. 

"It will hasten theday in which 
Americans support both 
amateurand professional soccer, 
and wc will be competitive at the 
top level. I think the stimulant of 
hosting the World Cup will 
attract the people who know lit- 
tle or nothing about soccer. 

"They'll watch it on TV. read 
about it in the newspaper and be 
caught up in the national com- 
petition involved." said Robbie, 
owner of the National Football 
League Miami Dolphins whose 
75.000-seal stadium drew rave 
reviews in April from the Inter- 
national Football Federation 
( FIFA i inspection committee. 

"I think it will help soccer get 
more of what it needs to grow 
further." said Larry Austin, 
national administrator for the 
United Slates Youth Soccer 
Association. 

"It means more awareness, 
more exposure in the media, and 
for all the young people playing 
soccer, a much more visible 
example of possible rewards for 
their efforts." 

Clark, who played the 1976 
season in the NASL which folded 
in 1 984. also feds the World Cup 
can supply a boost to the US 
national programme and trigger 
a professional League. 

"The (American) players 
today are better technically and 
tactically than I heir counterparts 
of 10 or 20 yeurs ago." said 


Clark. “This will allow us to start 
a proper professional League, to 
have another go at it." 

Several Americans have gone 
overseas to pursue professional 
careers. Striker Brent Goulet 
played for Bournemouth in the 
English Second Division last 
year. 

"The World Cup will gel the 
ball rolling to help us establish a 
League," said Goulet who is in 
France with Lhe US national 
team. "We need our best players 
to play in front of US fans so 
children will have American 
players to identify with." 

Paranoid 

A note of caution, however, 
was voiced by Major Indoor Soc- 
cer League (M1SL) Players 
Association director John Kerr, 
himself a former professional in 
Scotland and in the NASL. 

“Maybe it's just my paranoid 
sense." said Kerr, "but I can see 
newspapers and TV stationsmn- 
ntng pictures of the Heysel disa- 
ster or a riot somewhere and ask- 
ing people, 'is this what you want 
in your backyard?" 

"I think there are a lot of peo- 
ple. not just in the media, who 
would like to see the World Cup 
in this country not happen. And 
they’ve got ail kinds of ammuni- 
tion to discredit it.” 

Although the NASL's 
collapse gave US soccer a black 
eye. it did serve to inspire young- 


sters by offering up the likes of 
Pele, Franz Beckenbauer. Carlos 
Alberto, and Johan CruyfT dur- 
ing its lifetime. 

The World Cup could be the 
next step increatinga foundation 
of native-grown, knowledgeable 
fans. 

"it used to be that when a 
father took a son or daughter to a 
soccer game, it was the son telling 
the father what was going on." 
said Robbie, who now operates 
the Fort Lauderdale Strikers of 
the semi-professional American 
Soccer League. 

"Now those kids are growing 
up, and when they're in their 20s 
or early 30s, they can take their 
kids to see soccer at the top com- 
petitive level. We didn't have that 
in the NASL days. 

“We need to produce a genera- 
tion of fans, one that can pass 
down the tradition of soccer to 
their children, like we have here 
with football and baseball and 
the other sports. Thai's when 
soccer will truly arrive, and take 
its place in America." 

Goulet said the World Cup 
would be a certain step in the 
right direction. 

"The World Cup will open the 
eyes of the American fans. When 
they see what a spectacle it is — 
when they sec all the great teams 
in the world playing here — they 
will appreciate soccer and want 
to go out and learn more about 
the game." 
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
